'Samuel Skinner, chief of the U.S. At- 


torney's Office special investigations di- 
vision, yesterday told the Herald that 
matters handled by that grand jury will 
be transferred to other grand juries. 


"We have several additional grand 


juries sitting," Skinner said. "The mat- 
ters that have not been resolved will be 
transferred to the other grand juries. 
The transfer is already under way." 


Skinner said the Wheeling investigation 


is continuing, as are the investigations in 
other suburbs. The U.S. Attorney's Office 
has'said more indictments are expected 
In the Wheeling case. 


The 10 men and seven women' on the 


special grand jury were discharged 
Tuesday by Chief Judge Edwin Robson 
of the U..S. District Court. The grand 
jury, empaneled in March 1972, returned 
more than 200 federal indictments during 
its two year existence. 


SKINNER PRAISED the, grand jury 


and said it was dismissed because it had 
been sitting longer than any. grand jury 
in the history of the Northern District of 
Illinois. 


"They did yeoman duty, and since 


there.are other juries sitting it would be 
unfair to inflict any further hardship on 
them," Skinner said. 


<•-Currently, seven, federal grand juries 
are in existence. Four are special' grand 
juries, and three are regular grand 
juries that have been granted extended 
terms, according to Skinner. 


In dismissing the 17-member panel, 


Judge Robson praised their two years of 
work. "We are deeply indebted to each 
of you," he said. "This community is a 
much, better place because of the service 
you have rendered." 


Most recently, the grand jury indicted 


six former and present Wheeling and 
Cook County officials after a year-long 
investigation into alleged shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers and businesses. 


ONE OF THE SIX, former Wheeling 


trustee Michael Valenza, pleaded guilty 
to conspiracy to commit extortion last 
week. The guilty plea came after the 
U.S. Attorney's Office agreed to drop a 
second charge of extortion against Va- 
lenza.

• If the timing is close enough, Koeppen 
said it would be best just to install the 
telemetry equipment in the new ambu- 
lance. The telemetry, equipment enables 


doctors at a participating hospital .to 
monitor.a patient's condition while the 
patient is en route to the hospital. The 
doctors also can radio instructions .on 
how to care for the patient to the special- 
ly trained paramedic firemen.

bulance is an addition built on the rear of 
the main fire station, Dundee Road west 
of Milwaukee Avenue.

P r e s i d e n t Nixon and the House 


Judiciary Committee found themselves 
on the same side of a big issue Wednes- 
day: getting on with the business of an 
impeachment inquiry. 


Nixon first offered new cooperation 


with the committee, and then — through 
attorney James St. Clair — .disagreed 
with a suggestion by U.S. District Judge 
John Sirica that the impeachment in- 
quiry be put off until after the Watergate 
trials which begin in September, Sirica 
said he was concerned about the defend- 
ants' right to a fair trial. 


The committee quickly turned down Si- 


rica's suggestion, with Chairman Peter 
Rodino, D-N.J., saying "We want to 
move expeditiously." 


Sirica had made his suggestion at a 


special hearing in his courtroom called 
to discuss a secret report handed him by 
the Watergate grand jury when it in- 
dicted seven Nixon associates Friday. 


Sirica gave no hint at the hearing what 


he might do with the grand jury's sealed 
presentment, but St. Clair told newsmen 
Sirica permitted him to read a two-page 
secret letter from the grand jury, and he 
told Nixon of its content. 


The Judiciary Committee wants the se- 


cret report for its impeachment inquiry, 
and has set an April 30 target date for 
making a recommendation on whether 
the House should conduct impeachment 
proceedings. 


St. Clair earlier said Nixon would give 


the committee members all materials 
Nixon furnished the Watergate grand 
jury — some of them by today — and 
would "answer all written questions and 
participate in oral interviews" if neces- 
sary. 


Committee members expected to deter- 


mine today how much cooperation they 
might get from Nixon, and if it wasn't 
enough, they were still prepared to sub- 
poena the materials wanted. 


Syrian attack 
fears; Israeli 
troops on alert 


JERUSALEM (UPI) - With Israeli 


troops on full alert against a possible at- 
tack by Syria, Prime Minister Golda 
Meir ended two weeks of leadership 
crisis Wednesday by forming a new cabi- 
net for what she said will be a majority 
government. 


Mrs. Meir told President Aphraim Kat- 


zie she was able to command a majority 
in the 120-member Knesset parliament 
because of the addition of the National 
Religious party to her cabinet. The NRP 
had previously refused to join the gov- 
ernment in a dispute over religious laws. 


The report of the full alert status of 


Israeli troops on the Golan Heights fol- 
lowed a tour of Israeli frontline positions 
by Defense Minister Moshe Dayan after 
reported warnings by Israeli intelligence 
that Syria was planning- attacks in efforts 
to recapture territory lost in last Octo- 
ber's war. 


Military sources said Dayan conferred 


with field commanders on what he 
termed the "new situation" which he 
said made him change his mind and de- 
cide to serve in Mrs. Meier's new gov- 
ernment. Dayan had been heavily criti- 
cized for the the lack of preparedness of 
Israeli forces for the October conflict. 


Meanwhile, Iranian and Iraque forces 


battled with tanks, mortars and artillery 
Wednesday in what the government news 
agency Pars described as heavy fighting. 
It was the third consecutive day of com- 
bat in a long-standing border dispute. 


he told presidential counsel John Dean 
III in the spring of 1973 it would be easy 
to raise money to buy the silence of the 
seven original Watergate defendants, but 
"it is wrong, that's for sure."

Nixon insisted Hal- 
deman's version was accurate. 


On the issue of clemency last night, 


Nixon said "the matter of clemency can 
only be considered on an individual 


basis. I can say that no defendant was 
offered clemency or will be offered cle- 
mency." 


The President also said he would pro- 


vide the House Judiciary Committee all 
the evidence he has already given to Spe- 
cial Watergate Prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski. He also said he would answer — 
under oath — written questions from the 
committee on matters not covered by 
tapes and documents. He declined, how- 
ever, to say whether he would give the 
committee, which is considering his im- 
peachment, any more material than Ja- 
worski got. 


Asked whether he was prepared to pay 


for his own lawyers and whether he had 
chosen those lawyers in the event he is 
tried for impeachment, Nixon replied: 


"If the attorney general rules that I 


have to pay for my own defense, I will 
do so. But I am not a defendant now." 


Turning to the economy, Nixon said 


forecasts of record crops — particularly 


wheat — would "tend to hold food prices 
in check." He repeated an earlier pre- 
diction that there would be no recession 
and said the last half of the year would 
"see an upward turn in the economy. 
There will not be a recession in 1974," he 
said.

Senate kills

The 
vote was 69-28. 


The pay increases, recommended by

He also asked U. S. District Court 


Judge Prentice Marshall to throw out 
evidence of Phillips' identification by the 
witness, which he said "was induced by 
the actions of the (federal) agents" in 
violation of his client's constitutional 
rights. 


Carbonaro said Phillips, 410 W. Marion 


St.. Prospect Heights, was photographed 
Dec. 2 against his wilt after he was sub- 
poenaed by a special grand jury in- 
vestigating corruption in Wheeling vil- 
lage government. The photograph was 
then compared to photos of other persons 
by the prosecution witness, who identi- 
fied Phillips. 


The other persons photographed, Car- 


bonaro charged, were "not dressed in 
similar fashion to the defendant or o£ 
similar age, color of hair, height, weight, 
build or general description." 


The defense motions also revealed that 


the U. S. attorney has records that tele-

STAVROS, 3705 Whirlaway Dr., North-

He faces a total of 
10 counts of extortion and conspiracy in 
alleged shakedowns of developers seek- 
ing zoning and building permits in Wheel- 
ing. 


Stavros was not named in either of the 


t w o extortion indictments involving 
Wickes. 


According to Carbonaro, the U. S. At- 


torney's Office plans to submit the tele- 
phone records as evidence in the case 
against Phillips and Ira Colitz, a former 
county zoning board member charged 
with aiding Phillips in the alleged shake- 
down of Wickes.

TRIAL DATE FOR the Phillips-Colitz 


case has been scheduled for May 6. 
Judge Marshall is scheduled to rule 
shortly before the trial on the motion to 
throw out the photograph identification. 


The Phillips defense motions came af- 


ter a pretrial conference among Carbo- 
naro and the prosecutors, Kadison and 
Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard Stone. 
Judge Marshall is expected to decide 
which defense requests for additional in- 
formation must be answered by the gov- 
ernment. 


In addition to the identity of the gov- 


ernment's key witness, Carbonaro has 
asked for records from the Chicago law 
firm that represented Wickes before vil- 
lage zoning officials in 1971.

For the past 13 years Mr, and Mrs. 


John Keyzer of Rolling Meadows packed 
up their camping trailer and loaded the 
kids into the car for summer vacation. 
But not this year. 


They were planning to go to California, 


but because of the lack of gas, the Key- 
zers are thinking of other ways to take 
their vacation without worrying about 
gas. Last year they camped in Florida 
and getting gas was no problem. 


"We have been giving It a lot of 


thought." said Keyzer. "We want to go to 
California but now it looks like it's out of 
the question. I guess we'll have to wait 
and see what the gas situation's going to 
be." 


The Keyzers were browsing at the 


gleaming campers, trailers and motor 
homes at the sixth annual Camping and 
Travel Show at the Arlington Park Race 
Track yesterday. 


Dealers there know they won't be sell- 


ing as much of their wares as they did 
last year at the show, The people are 
nervous about getting gas, they said. 


BILL KERVIN, president of the Chi- 


cagoland 
Recreation Vehicle Dealers 


Assn.. which is sponsoring the show, esti- 
mates a drop of 15 to 20 pea1 cent on sales 
at the show tlu's week. 


"John Q. Public is sure he is being 


had." said Kervln of the gasoline short- 
age. ''The people are Irritable and it's 
going to take some time to not be frantic 
about gas." Kervin added the people are 
becoming skeptical of whether there is a 
gasoline shortage. 


Along with the decrease in sales, the 


dealers at the show- are expecting a 
smaller crowd this year. Kervin esti- 
mated that 43,000 persons at most will 
attend, which is about a 30 per cent de- 
crease from last's year attendance of 
63.000. 


Ernest Andres, who came to the show 


from Twin Lakes, Wis., was thinking of 
buying a motor home. "With the gas 
shortage I wouldn't even consider it." he 
said. 


Other persons were more optimistic 


about their vacations. Some said they 
thought the gas shortage will cease by 
summer and some are considering tak- 
ing shorter trips. 


"We love camping too much to give it 


up," said Mrs, Len Johnson of Stream- 
wood, "Even If we go 10 miles it would 
still be away from home." 


THE JOHNSONS bought a camper last

summer and made short trips within Illi- 
nois. They take their three children and 
their dog along. 


Ralph Evans of Rolling Meadows was 


planning to go to West Virginia this sum- 
mer. He and his wife go camping on 
their vacations, but tills year their plans 
are changing. 


"Last year we went down to Louisiana, 


South Dakota and Kentucky," he said. 
This year the family will limit their trav- 
eling to "a couple hundred miles" from 
the Chicago area. 


Because people are wary of the gas 


shortage, the dealers are feeling the 
pinch in sales and many manufacturers 
of recreational vehicles have slowed 
down production or have shut down en- 
tirely. 


"The dealers got scared during the 


gasoline talk and quit ordering the ve- 
hicles," said Kervin. "They're not going 
to have a stockpile of more than three 
months." 


WHEN DEALERS stopped ordering, 


the manufacturers stopped productions, 
said Kervin. Along with business mis- 
management, which often occurs when a 
store manager orders too much or can't 
sell enough, the recreational vehicle in- 
dustry is faced with problems. 


"But I'll bet cold hard cash that we're 


going to have a shortage of vehicles," 
Kervin said. 
"Everything 
has 
been 


against the economy. People may get in- 
come taxes back or something and be 
able to buy. People want to go out." 


Warren Johnson of the Northwest Rec- 


reational Vehicle Center In Elk Grove 
Village said he was selling 40 per cent 
less than he did last year at this time. 


"There are less buying but they're 


paying more than they have before," 
Johnson said. ''People shop around more 
— from six months to a year and there's 
no impulse buying." 


AT THE SHOW, Johnson stood by an 


elaborate motor home with a price tag of 
$15,000. "There has been a fantastic 
price increase on these," he said, point- 
ing to the vehicle. 


About two or three persons commented 


on the gas shortage to salesman Clar- 
ence Kutschke of Riteway Trailer Sales 
Corp. in South Holland. "Not many 
people say much about it but you can tell 
it's on their minds." 


He mentioned that sales were down, 


b u t declined 
to mention 
numbers. 


Kutschke did manage to sell the $9,500 
two-bedroom, split level vehicle on dis- 
play. Known as a "fifth wheeler," the 
unit, ranges from 21 to 35 feet long, and 
is attached to a truck. 


Campers and small trailers are selling 


faster in the market. Dealers said the 
costs and convenience of these recrea- 
tional units are the desirable features. 


"We sold 19 units so far," said John 


Hersey on Monday. Hershey is a sales- 
man for a line of trailers and said he 
expects more than 50 units during the 
week of the show. 


The trailers cost from $3,000 to $4,000 


depending on features. "Another thing 
people like about these is that it only 
cuts down about a mile per gallon," said 
Hershey. 


SMALL CAMPERS, enough for four to 


six persons, are less expensive and take 
minutes to set up. 


"You can't deny people their recrea- 


tion," said Harry Schlage of the Easy

R. P. BELTRAN, chairman of the

would not comment. 


Beltran said his group would probably

Elk herd to get new home 
at area forest preserve

Elk Grove Township's legendary elk 


herd, a long-time fixture along the north 
side of Higgins Road in the Ned Brown 
Forest Preserve, will be moving to a 
new home by the end of the year. 


Their present home islated to become a 


lake as part of the Upper Salt Creek Wa- 
tershed project, and has made it neces- 
sary to move the herd to a new location 
within the forest preserve, according to 
James Mattson, supervisor for the north- 
west district of the Cook County Forest 
Preserve District. 


Mattson said plans now call for the 


herd to be moved to the open part of the 
forest preserve on the northwest corner 
of Higgins and Arlington Heights roads. 


FORESTRY 
CREWS have already 


started preliminary clearing work -.t the 
site the herd is presently occupying. Mat- 
tson said a parking lot will be construct- 
ed at the new corner site for visitors and 
bids will probably be let this summer for 
a fence enclosure to hold the 12-member 
herd of elk. 


Mattson added the timetable for the 


move isn't definite, since both federal and 
state monies are involved in the project, 
which may cause some delays, depend- 


ing on the release, of funds. 


Mattson said the herd probably won't 


be moved until cold weather sets in this 
November and the herd moves in to take 
feed left by forest preserve personnel. 
Otherwise, the rest of the herd would 
tend to run off once the rounding up be- 
gan, according to Mattson. 


HOW DO YOU MOVE a herd of wild 


elk? 


"We'll tranquilize them and then load 


them on trucks for the short trip down 
the street," said Mattson. The whole 
move shouldn't take longer than an hour 
or so," he added. 


Two of the herd, one of which is part of 


what Mattson described as the "old herd 
strain," will be shipped to an Indiana 
state park sometime next week. 


Another member of the herd which has 


been running loose since last year is still 
running free. The 2-year-old male was 
sighted by several motorists on Higgins 
and Arlington Heights roads earlier this 
year, but is now deep within the pre- 
serve, according to Mattson. The elk has 
successfully managed to elude forest pre- 
serve and zoo personnel trying to capture 
it and is becoming smarter with each day 
of freedom, he said. 


'Good lead' in fire at theater

Year-round and Sunday 
horse racing proposed 


An overhauling oE the state horse rac- 


ing system, including the allowing of 
Sunday and year-round racing, was pro- 
posed Wednesday by the Illinois Legisla- 
tive Investigating Commission. 


The proposed sweeping changes in- 


clude a "complete ban" on public offi- 
cials owning race track stock; awarding 
of racing dates for a three-year period; 
and creation of a professional three-man 
racing board. 


Arlington Park Race Track president 


Jack Loome could not be reached for 
comment on the new proposals. How- 
ever, he endorsed a similar bill to allow 
Sunday racing last year, saying horse 
racing was not unlike other professional 
sports such as baseball and football. 


The report was the result of a year- 


long study, headed by Charles Slragusa, 
executive director of the Investigating 
commission. 


Present regulations ban horse races on 


Sundays and limit the racing season to 
spring, summer and fall. 


THE REPORT recommended tracks 


be given dates over three years. Tracks 
are now awarded the dates yearly for the 
upcoming season. 


The appointed six-member Illinois Rac- 


ing Commission would also be scrapped 


if the report and its recommended legis- 
lation becomes law. In its place would be 
a professional, salaried three-man board, 
according to the report. 


The new report contains portions of 


several bills to reform racing that were 
introduced last year. The bills, which 
would have changed the racing board 
make-up and permitted the year-round 
and Sunday racing dates, did not become 
law. 


S t a t e R e p . Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights, said of the earlier 
bills, "I don't think this community 
would be delighted with Sunday racing." 


THE REPORT ALSO urges creation of 


a statewide race track security force. 
The commission said current security 
practices at state tracks are ineffective. 


". . . the commission believes that cri- 


minal practices are not as widespread as 
some detractors allege, (but) the commis 
sion is convinced that a serious problem 
nevertheless prevails," the report said. 


The report was critical of present en- 


forcement of rules at Illinois tracks. 
"Criminal prosecutions for illegal prac- 
tices are virtually nonexistent," it said. 


The commission said the establishment 


of a bureau of race track security, fund- 
ed and operated by the state, would al- 
leviate the problem.

DIST. 214 officials originally proposed 


a boundary change to relieve over- 
crowding at Forest View High School. All 
Dist. 214 schools are designed for 2,500 
students except Hersey which has a ca- 
pacity of 2,750.

show the enrollment will 


peak in 1977 with 3,320. 


If the boundary changes are not made 


Hersey will have 2,790 students next 
year, Prospect will have 2,395 and 
Wheeling will have 1,960. Dist. 214 offi- 
cials have now decided to change the 
boundaries for Wheeling and Hersey 
High Schools to balance enrollment 
there. Wheeling's enrollment is lower 
than the other schools because the area 
has a large number of apartment units 
which have not generated as many high 
school students as school officials antici- 
pated. 


The boundary change would remove 


students from Forest View and Hersey 
and place them in Prospect and Wheel- 
ing. The Dist. 57 area affected by the 
change generates about 110 high school 
students per year and the Dist. 21 area 
generates about 100 students per year.

"I'm sure we could issue enough TAWs 


to cover the difference, but that would be 
taking local money when it's the state's 
obligation to provide those funds," Gill 
said. 


"I really believe we're going to get the 


money, but if we don't you can bet we're 
going to raise hell about it." 


THE LOSS OF the promised 12th state 


aid payment to Dist. 96, which serves the 
Lake County section of Buffalo Grove 
and Long Grove would amount to about 
$23,600, according to Supt. William Hitze- 
man. 


A recent change in property assess- 


ments in Lake County, which has rolled 
back rates to 1972 levels, has already cut 
the estimated revenue in that district by 
at least $91,000. 


The new assessment plan will also

Walker Wednesday proposed a record 
J7.886 billion state budget for the coming 
fiscal year, an increase of 3 per cent 
over this year's estimated total. 


The budget includes "modest" tax re- 


lief, primarily for senior citizens; a large 
decrease In highway construction funds; 
and a $138 million increase for public 
schools. Welfare appropriations stay at 
about this year's level.

Daniel Walker's second an> 
nual budget message as a tacit admis- 
sion of the wisdom of the programs of his 
Republican predecessor, Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie. 


They pointed to the governor's empha- 


sis in his address to the General Assem- 
bly on. the system of "equalized tiat 
grants" as the basis for public aid pay- 
ments, Increased appropriations for a 
supplement freeway system Downstate, 
and the concept of "deinstltutionalizing" 
mental health patients. 


All those, said Republicans, are con- 


cepts introduced by Ogilvie. In addition, 
said Rep. Brian Duff, R-Wllmette, Walk- 
er has "been able to take advantage of 
revenue programs instituted by Ogilvie 
— including the state Income tax which 
cost him his job." 


Duff said that wltlle he was pleased to 


see Walker's "growing awareness of the 
wisdom of Gov. Ogilvte's programs," 
that the budget message contained two 
glaring oversights. Walker, he said, ig- 
nored the "crying needs" for reducing 
crime and improving the courts, and also 
said the message ignored the question of 
providing employment and encouraging 
business growth. 


Other than specific objections such as 


those raised by Duff, however, the budg- 
et message appeared to have stirred hos- 
tility among Republicans than did Walk- 
er's first spending plan presented last 
year. 


SOME REPUBLICANS saw the pro- 


gram as an overture for Republican sup- 
port, while others predicted that he will

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The budget also would commit the 


state to spend $42 million more during 
the coming fiscal year than Is expected 
in revenue. 


"This fiscal year 1975 budget I present 


you today is an accountability budget," 
Walker told a joint session of the House 
and Senate. 


"It is a budget that makes a start to- 


ward holding government accountable 
for what it has been doing and plans to 
do with the dollars provided this state by 
the taxpayers of Illinois." 


Walker's budget would increase esti- 


mated state appropriations from this 
year's $7.650 billion to $7.886 billion. It 


also would , increase estimated state 
spending from this year's1 $6.145 billion to 
$6.7 billion — an increase of 9 per cent. 


THE DIFFERENCE between appro- 


priations and spending lies primarily in 
long-term 
building projects such as 


roads. By state law, the entire cost of 
such projects must be appropriated when 
contracts are awarded, even though it is 
certain that little of the total amount will 
be spent during that year. 


S e n a t e President William Harris, 


R-Pontiac, said he is "seriously trou- 
bled" by Walker'slschool funding propos- 
al and said the governor .has not shown 
"sufficient concern to ultimately, ade- 


quately fund our state employes' pension 
systems." 


Hou.se Democratic Leader Clyde 


Choate praised most of .the governor's 
budget as ''generally a responsible 
/spending plan" but said his own tax re- 
lief plan would 'help more people than 
would Walker's. 


Walker said his budget increases would 


come largely in the areas of education, 
the state payroll, mass transit and the 
state lottery. 


He said he has increased the education 


budget, counting higher education and 
school construction, by more than $400 
million; has added $97 million to the 


budget to pay for the proposed Regional 
Transit Authority in the Chicago area; 
has budgeted $64 million for operation of 
the state lottery scheduled to start this 
summer; and has approved a $13 million 
increase in appropriations for the legisla- 
tive and judicial branches of govern- 
ment. 


DECREASES IN other areas, including 


transportation, bring the total increase 
figure to only $236 million, Walker said. 
Walker denied that his proposed budget 
is a "deficit" budget, despite the fact it 
calls for the state to spend $42 milHon 
more than it expects to receive during 
fiscal 1975. 


The net effect of his proposal, he said, 


would reduce the state's surplus from 
$162 million on June 30, 1974, to $116 
million on June 30,1975. 


In other words, he admitted, he is 


proposing that the state spend more than 
it is taking in during the coming year. 


But, lie said, the state constitution de- 


fines a "deficit" budget as one which re- 
quires borrowing to cover spending. He 
does not propose that step, he said. 


University of Chicago economist Rob- 


ert Barrow and former Budget Bureau 
officials, however, agreed that a 'budget 
calling for more spending than revenue 
could justly be called a ''deficit" budget. 


Major spending areas of Walker's 1975 


budget — as in most recent years — are 
common schools, transportation and wel- 
fare. 


He proposed a $138 million increase for 


grade and high schools. He did not, how- 
ever, specify how that increase should be 
divided among straight aid to schools, 
the teachers' retirement fund and other 
state school expenditures. 


WALKER PROPOSED a $4.7 million 


increase for welfare — a miniscule 
amount compared with this year's esti- 
mated totpl of si.503 billion. He said he 
thinks he can live with that level of fund- 
ing desuite the fact that his welfare 
request of a year ago turned up at least 
$50 million short of reed. 


In transportation, Walker asked an ap- 


propriation o? $44.477,200 less than this 
year's $1.851 billion. 


Most of the cuts came in funds for two- 


lane state roads and for state road aid to 
local governments. State highway con- 
struction money took a $94.9 million cut 
while local road fund aid was trimmed 
nearly $14 million. Walker blamed re- 
duced gas tax revenue — brought on by 
the energy crisis — for the cuts. 


Much of the 1975 budget was done on a 


new "management by objectives" sys- 
tem. That plan commits various depart- 
ments to reaching specific performance 
goals in re'urn for the pmount of budget 
money they are allocated.

Studies 
show that the lowest rate of heart at- 
tacks occur in persons with levels below 
220, The 250 range Is sometimes used 
only because it is an average figure for 
our population, a population with a high 
Incidence of heart attacks. So, I would 
prefer to see tooth of your values at a 
lower level.

The search for mental health 
Mental hospitals losing 
their old stereotypes 


(This column is presented by Forest 


Hospital in Des Plaines, a fully accre- 
dited ISO-bed psychiatric hospital widely 
known for its intensive programs in psy- 
chiatric treatment, research, education 
and community service.) 


Insane asylum. Nut house. Loooey bin. 


These are some of the appellations given 
to the state mental hospitals in days 
gone by. But times have changed, the 
patients have changed and the hospitals 
themselves have undergone a gradual 
but definite facelifting that has rendered 
them vastly different from what they 
were 30 years ago, according to Dr. Pe- 
ter Hagopian. 


Hagopoan,' of the Denver State Hospi- 


tal in Hawthorne, Mass., attributes these 
changes to several factors. State; legisla- 
tures have enabled the hospitals, with 
more money, to improve living condi- 
tions. Progress in medicine has provided 
better treatment 
and medication. 


Changes in society have shifted/ psy- 
.chiatric syndromes to a less severe vari- 
ety. 
/ 


"Mental illness today is much milder," 


said Hagopian. "The severe syndromes 
of 30 years ago more or less have been 
replaced by such illnesses as drug addic- 
tion, alcoholism, neuroses and emotional 
problems. Bat severe cases are seen with 
much less frequency, they're less intense 
and some illnesses like syphillis of the 
central nervous system have disappeared 
entirely." • 


OTHER Hagopian observations are 


that today's mental patients on the whole 
are younger and older than they used to 
be. And, while the alcoholic age group 
used to be between 30 and 40, today 
they're much younger, even teen-aged. 


"I believe much of the reason for these 


changes in psychiatric syndromes, which 
are due after all to cultural and environ- 
mental conditioning," Hagopian said, "is 
that in the '30s and early '40s society was 
stricter, people had stronger super egos, 
higher ideals, higher standards, and 
when these were frustrated, it went deep- 
er than now. Today we have a more per- 
missive society which allows self ex- 
pression, not repression of feelings." 


In the '30s, a state mental hospital was 


just a place to take care of the mentally 
ill, to keep them away from society. To- 
day, Hagopian said, the "care" is supple- 


mented by treatment, better medication 
and better understanding between rela- 
tives, patients and staff. "There are few- 
er patients now, proportionately more 
employes, better communication and 
shorter length of stay," he said. "The 
staff, instead of being wardens, are a 
more therapeutic personnel They're giv- 
en more responsibility and more author- 
ity to act on their own. They contribute 
more to the patients' care and treatment, 
which makes them feel more important 
and like they're accomplishing some- 
thing " 


Tranquilizers were introduced since 


the '30s and better drugs have been de- 
veloped, which are used to slow down or 
speed up the patient's emotional reac- 
tivity. "In the mentally ill," said Hago- 
pian, "their reflexes either jump too fast 
or not fast enough." 


ALONG WITH treatment, better care, 


better food, clothing and equipment, new 
programs are being developed. "One 
program we feel is vital is rehabilita- 
tion," Hagopian said. "Chronic patients, 
institutionalized for years, don't want to 
go out in the community. We're training 
them in independent 'living situations. 
' They're making beds, doing dishes, cook- 


ing, learning to be independent. Within 
six to 12 weeks many are able to be put 
up in apartments in the community, four 
to a unit. We finance this, but they're 
taking care of their own needs otherwise. 


"We're trying to find alternatives to 


hospitalization. One thing we're doing is 
setting up satellite clinics to prevent ad- 
mission or readmission by seeing the 
patients in their communities. Those who 
have been hospitalized, we try to put in 
the independent living situations, or dis- 
charge them or place them in foster 
homes, family care homes, rest or nurs- 
ing homes. All these things have contrib- 
uted to a much lower population in to- 
day's state hospitals. 


"Unfortunately, though, while mental 


illness may be minimized, it will never 
be eliminated entirely." Hagopian be- 
lieves. "There have to be by-products of 
a person's interaction between his en- 
dowment, training, education and envi- 
ronment. And there will always be some 
undesirable by-products. It's these un- 
desirable by-products that cause mental 
illness."

Non-farm 
self-employment 


earnings can gain credit 


People with low net earnings from non- 


farm self-employment may get social se- 
curity credit If they report their earnings 
by an optional method similar to one 
available to farmers. 


The option Is available for the first 


time to people reporting non-farm self- 
employment earnings for 1973, according 
to Norman D. Jerome, social security 
manager of the Arlington Heights Social 
Security Office. 


"Instead of reporting their net earn- 


ings for the years," Jerome said, 
"People can report up to two-thirds of 
their gross earnings from self-employ- 
ment for social security credit — if two- 
thirds is 1400 or more but less than 
ll.flOO." 


Previously, people who worked In non- 


farm self-employment got no social se- 
curity credit if their net earnings for a 
year were under $400. "Now they can get 
credit if their net is under $400 but their 
gross Is from $600 to $2,400 and they re- 
port their earnings by the optional meth- 
od," Jerome said. 


Social Security & you 


EARNINGS REPORTS and social se- 


curity contributions should be sent with 
income tax returns to the Internal Reve- 
nue Service by April IS. 


Eligibility for social security benefits 


depends on credits earned by people who 
work in jobs covered by social security. 
The amount of .their monthly social se- 
curity benefits is based oh the worker's 
average earnings over a period of years. 


"The new non-farm option may be 


used only by people who had net self- 
employment earnings of $400 or more for 
at least 2 out of the 3 previous years," 
Jerome said. 


Under the law, 'the option may be used 


only five 'times.

Q. Is it true that a retiree may be en- 


titled to a tax credit for 1973 when he 
files Ms return? 


A. Yes. If you are a retired U.S. citizen 


or resident, had $600 of earned income in 
each of any 10 calendar years before 
1973, and had retirement income during 
1973, you may be entitled to a tax credit. 
In addition, just by filling out a few lines 
on Schedule R and your tax form, you 
can get the IRS to compute the retire- 
ment income credit for you. See your tax 
form instructions for details.

Q. My husband and I are legally sepa- 


rated. I have custody of onr daughter. 
Does this mean I can claim her as a 
dependent? 


A. That depends. First, you and your 


husband together must have furnished 
more than one half of the child's support 
for 1973. Secondly, the child must be in 
your or your husband's custody for more 
than half the year. 


If these conditions are satisfied, then 


generally the parent having custody of 
the child for the greater part of 1973 is 
entitled to the dependency exemption. 
However, there are exceptions to this 
rule. Your husband may .'be entitled to 
the exemption if'he contributed at least 
$600 toward the child's support during 
the year and the decree of separate 
maintenance .or a' written agreement 
specifies that he is entitled to the ex- 
emption. 


Another exemption arises if be paid 


$1,200 or more of support for the child in 
1973 and you do not establish by a clear 
preponderance of the evidence that you 
furnished more for support.

Q. I heard that there are five tests that 


must be met for a taxpayer to claim a 
person as a dependent. What are they? 


A. For a person to qualify as your de- 


pendent for 1973, the following tests must 
be met: 


• You must furnish over half of the 


dependent's total support during the ca- 
lendar year. 


• Unless the person is less than 19 


years of age at the end of the year or a 
full-time student during five months of 
the year, you may not claim him as a 
dependent if his gross income is $750 or 
more. 


• The person must be a member of 


your household and live with you for the 
entire year or be closely related to you.

Q. Can I file my tax return without my 


Form W-2? 


A. You should make every effort to ob- 


tain your W-2 form from your employer 
to insure a proper return. 


However, your return must be filed on 


time. If you do not have all your Forms 
W-2, report all your income and attach a 
statement explaining how you computed 
any tax withheld for which you claim 
credit, but for which you have no Form 
W-2. 


If, after you have filed your return, 


you receive a Form W-2 for income that 
you did not include in your return, or if 
you find your estimates of income and 
withholding tax to be incorrect, file an 
amended return, Form 1040X. This form 
is available at any IRS office.

Q. Can the cost of a trip to a warmer 


climate upon a doctor's recommendation 
ever be deducted as a medical expense? 


A. If your doctor advises you to spend 


some time in a warmer climate as part 
of your medical treatment or to alleviate 
a specific condition, your share of the 
transportation expenses to the warmer 
area is deductible as a medical expense. 


However, none of the expenses for food 
and lodging while you are in transit or 
for food or rent while you are away from 
home are deductible. 


The cost of a trip taken for a change In 


environment, improvement of morale, or 
general improvement of health, even if 
made on the advice of a physician, is not 
deductible as a medical expense. 


* * * 


Q. When should an employe file a new 


withholding exemption certificate (Form 
W-4)? 


A. You may file a new Form W-4 at 


any time if the number of withholding 
allowances you are entitled to claim in- 
creases. This would be the case, for ex- 
ample, if you feel you're going to have a 
higher amount of itemized deductions on 
your return next year. 


You must file a new Form W-4 within 


10 days if 'the number of allowances you 
are entitled to claim becomes less than 
the number you are now claiming. The 
number of allowances will normally be 
reduced if your marital status changes 
from married to single, you stop support- 
ing a dependent, a child marries and 
moves away from home, or your eligibil- 
ity for additional withholding allowances 
changes.

AM General decided to enter the busi- 
ness in 1971, about 2,000 buses were 
being built annually. 


Moss estimates that between now and 


1990, more than $5.5 billion will be in- 
vested in buses by urban transit author- 
ities, with 75,000 units needed during an 
18-year, period to expand service and as 
replacements. 


AM General began full production in 


early February at its Mishawaka, Ind., 
plant purchased from North American 
Rockwell in 1969 and first used to pro- 
duce military vehicle chassis. It turns 
out five buses a day and will double that 
with a total of 500 workers by early sum- 
mer. 


WORK IS WELL under way on the 


first of 620 buses for Washington, D.C., 
under a $24 million contract and the 
company has contracts for 60 buses for 
Nashville, Tenn., and 108 more for New 
Orleans. 


Buses being delivered to Washington 


have plush red interiors with carpeting 
on the floor, sides and ceiling to absorb 
noise. The seats are a soft cloth which 
one AM General executive admitted 
might not be vandal resistant. 


"That's the type of interior the Wash- 


ington Metropolitan Area Transit Author- 
ity wanted since they're hoping to attract 
people to ride 'because of the comfort," 
he'said. "I don't know what it will look 
like after it gets into service." 


The side windows offer about 25 per 


cent more visibility than the CMC buses 
on the market through the general ap- 
pearance follows GMC coaches.

There shouldn't be anything es- 


pecially startling in these devel- 
opments, for they represent the in- 
volvement of ordinary local busi- 
nessmen and bankers, all of whom 
can provide the expertise and 
funds to encourage a return to the 


men are defeated in November, then 
Nixon will be hamstrung in the last two 
years of his presidency, during which his 
hard-core supporters swear that his role 
in history will be salvaged. 


If Nixon supporters turn their backs on 


candidates who declare publicly that the 
disaster confronting the Republican Par- 
ty is the sole responsibility of Richard 
Nixon, then they face the great possi- 
bility of leaving their President standing 
almost alone before a hostile Congress. 


If Republican ranks are decimated in 


Congress, they are likely to remain that 
way for a number of years. Should an- 
other Republican then succeed Richard 
Nixon, he too would be hamstrung. 


Consider this other part of the script: 


Richard Nixon picked himself up off the 
political floor after defeats in a presiden- 
tial and gubernatorial election by barn- 
storming the nation, picking up political 
lOUs from every corner of the continent 
on behalf of other candidates. 


The Republican who does the most to 


stem the impending tide of election de- 


feats is the Republican who will go to the 
next convention with the advantage. 


If there is a Republican around who 


can snatch defeat from the jaws of dis- 
aster, he could well be the man that the 
party turns to in 1976. Percy and others 
who want the 1976 nomination would do 
well to lay aside their own time sched- 
ules and study this script.

nenfeldt, the State Department counselor 
who is one of Kissinger's closest ad- 
visers. Kissinger likes to pretend that 
Sonnenfeldt, like Kissinger a German- 
born Jewish refugee from Nazism, is try- 
ing to get his job. 


Sonnenfeldt has been measuring his 


State Department office, Kissinger says, 
and will probably move in when he is 
away. Kissinger maintains he probably 
will not be able to get back into the coun- 
try.

THE ARMOND D, KING housing cen- 
ter in Skokie looks like any other 
modern apartment building. But here 
you must be at least 62 to get in.

tha? If it's up then put it all the way up 
so we can see that It's up. Let's not 
waste any time. Read back the num- 
bers." 


Spinach, soup, maybe a can of V-8 


juice, would be her prize. Once trinkets 
and gadgets were given to winners. But 
a trinket doesn't mean as much as food 
when all you've got to live on Is Social 
Security and the grocery prices are go- 
ing up every day. 


It was two o'clock on a Wednesday af- 


ternoon like any other Wednesday after- 
noon for the elderly women gathered in 
the first floor activities room for a bingo 
gome. A few years ago — 15, 10, maybe 
only two — these ladies would be back in 
their own homes thinking about starting 
dinner for the family or at work counting 
the minutes until 5 p.m. and quitting 
lime. But today, like many days now, 
they sit In this room, their sanctuary, 
keeping busy getting old In a country de- 
signed around the young. Playing a 
game some of them once thought was 
only for children, Catholics and carnival- 
goers. 


BINGO passes the time for the resi- 


dents of the Armond D. King Housing 
Center In Skokie, one of two senior-citi- 
zen projects in this area built with feder- 
al money by the Cook County Housing 
Authority for low-Income persons at least 
82 years old. The other center Is In Niles. 
Currently CCHA has plans for senior 
housing centers in Des Plalnes, where 
construction is under way. and Arlington 
Heights, where a site search Is on. 


CCHA officials say the new centers will 


resemble the one In Skokie — a 10-story 
elevator building with 126 apartments 
filled with 125 female and 18 male resi- 
dents, a first-flow lounge, activities 
room, outside patio and arts and crafts 
room. 


The two-year.old building looks like 


any other average, nonptush apartment 
building with tiled hallways, a few potted 
plants la the lobby, A large bulletin 
board in the hallway reveals the activi- 
ties scheduled for the week — exercise, 
book review, .social, a big Saturday night 
dance later In the month. A notice says 
Abner Mlkva, candidate for the 10th Con- 
gressional District seat, is coming to 
speak. His speech should be well attend- 
ed: senior citizens like to talk about their 
problems with someone who may be able 
tn do something about them. 


Money Is one of those problems and 


it's not surprising residents of CCHA 
housing prefer a can of soup to a trinket. 
To qualify for CCHA senior citizen hous- 
ing, yearly Income (Social Security, pen- 
sion, wages, savings interest, dividends) 
for a single person can be no more than 
$4,900; a couple cannot make .more than 
$.1,800. Assets (property, stock, bank ac- 
counts) can be no more than $15,000. 


SENIORS also must be able to take 


care of their own apartments, although a 
maintenance man lives in the building 
for tough repair jobs. At Skokie, a vil- 
lage public health nurse visits every oth- 


er week to check tenants' blood pressure 
and weight. 


Residents pay 25 per cent of their year- 


ly income as rent which at Skokie ranges 
from $20 to $75 a month, according to 
Joyce Dantzker, manager of both the 
Skokie and Niles projects. Residents also 
pay for their electricity. 


The apartments are not large, only 


adequate with a living room, bathroom, 
bedroom and a small kitchen with refrig- 
erator and electric stove. But residents 
call it home. In the Skokie building, • 
where about 75 per cent of the tenants 
are Jewish, many doors are protected by 
a mezuzah, a symbol of the faith. Home 
wouldn't be home without one. 


ALICE HARTSTEIN, 68, and her hus- 


band Harold, 70, who moved to the com- 
plex when it opened, have a mezuzah 
outside their door. As far as living there 
goes, Mrs. Hartstein, fresh from a bingo 
game, puts it best: 


"We are not unhappy here. The rent is 


right. It Is pleasant for us. What else can 
you ask for with the income you got? We 
could not afford to live in another apart- 
ment paying $160 to $175 a month rent. 
Here we are able to get along. We are 
independent; we do not have to ask our 
children for anything." 


The Hartsteins moved to the King-cen- 


ter from an apartment in Skokie. For- 
merly owner of a Chicago newsstand, 
Hartstein gets no pension. The couple 
lives on $215.30 a month Social Security 
and the little money he makes working 
24 hours a week in the men's locker 
room at the Jewish Community Center, 
only three blocks away. He is one of the 
few tenants — one of the lucky ones, 
some elderly say — who could find a job. 


The couple pays $70 a month for their 


apartment, tastefully decorated in blue 
and filled with pictures of their three 
daughters, seven grandchildren and two 
g r e a t-grandchildren. Mrs. 
Hartstein 


keeps busy with shopping, singing, and 
visits with a sick sister. She likes to play 
bingo, although if she wins she gives the 
prize away "to someone who needs it 
more." Her husband doesn't have much 
time for the game with his job, but he 
likes to sit in when he has the chance. 
Every summer they spend a few months 
with their daughter in San Francisco, a 
trip their children pay for. 


They have few complaints about the 


apartment. The bedroom should have a 
sleeve for an air-conditioner like the liv- 
ing room does because sometimes it gets 
too hot to sleep. Mrs. Hartstein thinks 
the refrigerator should be selMefrosting 
because "some of the little old ladies" in 
the building can't do it themselves, 
There Is good bus transportation every- 
day but Sunday, and Sunday is a day 
many of the tenants want to go out. . 


OTHERWISE, life is what you make it 


at the King Center, the couple say. If you 
want privacy, you can have it. If you 
don't, you can live that way too. No one 
Is forced to socialize. The biggest advan- 
tage to living at the housing center ac- 
cording to its tenants, is the Indepen- 
dence. The residents don't have to be a 
burden on anyone, not their children, not 
other relatives. 


The Hartsteins first heard of the senior 


citizen housing before it was built, but 
they really didn't want to move there. 


"We didn't like to move in here. We

The environment 
Thermal pollution 
rules outlined 


by LEA TONKIN 


The federal Environmental Protection Agency finally pro- 


posed regulations this week to restrict thermal pollution by 
electric utilities. If the regulations are adopted pending a 90- 
day wait for public opinion, Commonwealth Edison Co.'s 
nearby Zion nuclear power stations would be among the first 
group of power plants where the closed cooling systems would 
be required, 


The standards are drawn up under the authority of the 


federal Water Pollution Control Act as amended in 1972. 
Guidelines for 27 major industries, including steam-electric 
' power generation were to be issued by late 1973. 


According to Nancy Flowers of the Lake Michigan Feder- 


ation, White House pressure delayed the proposed standards 
for electric utilities. A suit was filed by the National Resource 
Defense Council to prod to the EPA into compliance, and the 
successful suit finally resulted in action this week. 


The cooling systems would be required on all electric power 


generating plants built after July, 1977. For existing plants, a 
series of deadlines ranging from July, 1978 to July, 1983 is 
proposed. The twin reactors at the Zion station would come 
under the 1978 compliance category for plants of 500 mega- 
watts and up, 


According to Miss Flowers, thermal effluent discharge has 


significant effects on the ecosystems In localized areas of 
Lake Michigan and other bodies of water. There is increasing 
concern that the proliferation of power plants along the Lake 
Michigan shoreline may have long-range effects on the over- 
all lake temperature, she said. 


More studies are needed to determine specific effects of 


thermal pollution, she adds. This is seconded by David Ros- 
sln, assistant director of environmental affairs for Edison. He 
contends that there are "no environmental benefits" to be 
gained in the construction of closed-cycle cooling systems at 
Edisor, generating stations. 


A total of 28 Edison stations would be affected by the regu- 


lations, and the cost for the cooling systems would reach as 
high as $1 billion for construction and maintenance, he said. 
Rossin said a 3 to 5 per cent inefficiency would be created in 
the use of the new systems, and costs would have to be 
passed along to consumers. 


"The lead time on these facilities is three to five years," 


adds Rossin. He said Edison and a number of other utilities 
are expected to object to the proposal before the July 31 
deadline. Even If the proposals are adopted in their present 
form. Edison stands a good chance of qualifying for ex- 
emptions to the standards, Rossin says. The upshot is likely 
to be years of delay as utilities seek variances to the EPA 
regulations, 


AEC probes nuclear plants 


Commonwealth Edison's nuclear power plants also are 


drawing a good deal of attention from the Atomic Energy 
Commission. First, there is the investigation of. a "mini-ex- 
plosion" at Edison's Dresden station near Morris, 111., last 
month, and a second recent explosion at its Quad Cities plant 
near Cordova, 111. Minimal damage is reported by the utility. 


A March 13 hearing before the Atomic Safety and Licensing 


Appeal Board of the AEC is slated in Bethesda, Md., to con- 
sider operating license proceedings for Edison's Zion station, 
Units 1 and 2, located in Zion. The board had authorized the 
issuance of an operating license, subject to certain conditions, 
for the units in October 1973. Arguments on exceptions to the 
decision, based on safety and environmental issues, will be 
heard by the appeal board. 


The AEC is also issuing for comment the draft of an envi- 


ronmental statement for Byron Station nuclear plant, units 1 
and 2. The units are proposed for construction in Ogle County, 
111., by Edison, The commission seeks comment on the state- 
ment from government agencies and the public. After consid- 
eration of the comments, a final statement will be issued 
regarding issuance of a construction permit. Comments 
should be sent by April IS to the Deputy Director for Reactor 
Projects, Directorate of Licensing, U.S. Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, Washington, D.C, 20545.

Sky King 
queen to cadet divers

AIR FORCE ACADEMY, Colo. (UPI) 


— Capt. Maxine "Micki" King has prov- 
en her courage in competing under diffi- 
cult circumstances and she has kept her 
sense of humor against 4,000-to-l odds, 


Capt. King; known as "Sky King" to 


the cadets she coaches on the Air Force 
Academy Diving team, knows becoming 
an Olympian takes lots of practice and 
even more determination to try, try 
again. 


The 29-year-old winner of the gold 


medal on the three-meter board at the 
1972 Olympics in Munich said: 


"I'm more deeply involved in athletics 


as a 'has-been' than I was when I was a 
competitor. I get an equal amount of sat- 
isfaction in coaching and watching the 
fellows improve. I use them as a replace- 
ment for my own achievements and feel 
lucky I can fill the gap left by withdraw- 
ing from competition." 


Capt, King also is the first woman ad- 


ministrative officer in the history of the 
athletic department at the 4,000-cadet 
academy. As the assistant business man- 
ager of the department, she handles ev- 
erything from selling programs at foot- 
ball games to scheduling events for non- 
revenue sports such as baseball, wres- 
. tling, swimming and diving. 


She said something amusing happens 


. every day, but the men don't treat her 
any differently because she is a woman. 


"I don't want them to act different be- 


cause of me," Capt. King said. "Diving 
and athletics should be a release from 
their school work and. I don't want them 
to feel inhibited. They don't hide their 
emotions if they mess up a dive. 


"I'm immune from women's lib prob- 


lems such as equal pay because of my 
career in the Air Force. I get paid the 
same as men with the same education, 
qualifications and rank, The Air Force is 
good about that." 


Why the Air Force? 
"It was the right place .at the right 


time sort of thing," Capt. King said. "As 
a senior in college at the University of 
Michigan it was easy to drift along and 
not worry about my future. 


"When I graduated in 1966, I knew I 


wanted to go to the Olympics but knew I 
had to work to subsist. The Air Force 
came to me, stationed me where I could 
get the best coaching and agreed to be 
my sponsor. I had a job and a valuable, 
responsible career and at the same time 
could continue my diving." 


The diving for Micki started at the 


Pontiac, Mich. YWCA, when she was in 
her early teens. 


"I entered my first competition when I 


was 15," she said. "That's kind of late by 
today's standards but soon I was prac- 
ticing two or three times a week." 


: Michigan diving coach Dick Kimball 
kept her going in college. 


"By the time I was 18, I was in two- 


a-day practices and learning all the dives 
I needed to become a national com- 
petitor," she said. "My first title was on 
the 10-meter platform at the National 
AAU championships in California my ju- 
nior year." 


Then came the international events. 
"I was 24 years old at the 1968 Olym- 


pics in Mexico," she said. "That wasn't 


young age wise but I was totally new to 
such a huge and magnificent event. That 
kind of wows you and it's easy to get 
wrapped up in the splendor and not com- 
pete well. 


"In Munich, there wasn't anything to 


surprise me and I wasn't snowed." 


Micki shoed her courage at the Mexico 


City events. She made her last dive in 
the finals with a broken arm. 


"I was going into my second to last 


dive when I miscalculated a take off and 
struck the diving board with my arm and 
broke it," she said. "I wasn't able to pull 
my last dive off very successfully and so 
dropped from first to fourth place." 


Capt. King said her trainer and coach 


k-new her arm was broken but let her 
finish anyway. 


"I had 'been training for it since I was 


18 years old," she said. "That's a num- 
ber of years to dedicate to something 
and it never occurred to me not to dive. 
The Olympic caliber in an athlete means 
you don't give up when you're that 
close." 


She laid off a year before deciding to 


train for the games. 


"I found that I missed not diving and 


.that I still had a lot of diving in me," she 
said. "It just killed me to watch meets so 
I decided I didn't just have to watch." 


The determination paid off with her 


gold medal in 1972. 


Micki is now one of four women in- 


structors at the Academy — the other 
three teach languages — and said her 
Air Force job still makes her happy. 


What about women cadets at the 


Academy? 


"I think women being enrolled in the 


academy is- a way off — perhaps two or 
three years," she said. "There is no way 
that one or two girls are going to get in 
and be students but they might make it 
in the size of a squadron 100. 


"It would be an interesting devel- 


opment to say the least but I think there 
would be problems adjusting. The guys 
here have different goals in life other 
than marriage and family. Any wishy- 
washy girl who comes here looking for a 
husband just isn't going to make it."

From 1796 through 1807 the Type IX 


bore what is commonly referred to as a 
"Draped Bust." Its market values run 
from $65 to $2,500 depending on the date 
and condition.

struck from hand engraved dies each is- 
sue shows' an individual characteristic 
that makes it a collectors' specialty. 
Some involve double struck mottos, 
doubled dates, variations in hairdos and 
the reverse wreath and two different 
sizes in the one-hundredth value fraction 
under the wreath. 


FROM 1808 through 1814 the Type V 


took on still another facial appearance. 
This time the designer reversed the di- 


rection of the "Classic Head" and en- 
compassed it with 13 six-pointed stars. 
The reverse is not unlike that of previous 
issues except for the fact that the wreath 
is made up of one continuous branch 
rather than two sprigs tied at the bot- 
tom. 


The profile of Type VI is "Coroneted" 


and was coined from 1816 through 1839 
but leaving much to be desired in the 
way of beauty. The chinless Liberty was 
the work of Robert Scot and William 
Kneass. Two sculptuors known for their 
outstanding artistic ability but it definite- 
ly was lacking in this instance. 


Retail value of this specimen runs 


from $150 to $2,500, depending on the 
date and Uncirculated condition. 


Type VII is the "Braided Hair" variety 


and last of the large cent issues, coined 
from 1839 to 1857. Sculptured by William 
Kneass, this profile is a slight improve- 
ment over the Type VI. 


Depending strictly on which of the 


many varieties called for under uncircu- 
lated condition, this coin will retail for 
$100 to $700.

The iine art of finishing 


For some people buying and finishing 


unfinished furniture is almost a way of 
life. There are some fine pieces of furni- 
ture available at department stores and 
lumber yards waiting for you to make 
complete. And some pieces that are not 
so fine. 


Still, the relative cost is less than buy- 


ing finished furniture and for less money 
than you might think you can fit out a 
recreation room, outfit a child's bed- 
room, even furnish a small apartment. 


Remember that'your time and mate- 


rial are worth something so don't waste 
them on junk. Buy well constructed 
pieces. Whether the results are good 
looking or just presentable depends on 
the care with which you do the job. 


WHEN YOU BUY, make certain you 


know how much work you will have to 
do. Some furniture in this line comes 
unassembled. Some of it is partially as- 
sembled. If you are not too handy with a 
hammer, nails and screwdriver then look 
elsewhere. If you are looking to save 
money you might be ahead if you as- 
aembte the furniture yourself but make 
sure the saving is sizeable enough to 
warrant the extra work. 


If you do put it together yourself, 


check instructions and material lists 
thoroughly. Lay out all the pieces on the 
floor to make certain they are all there. 
Arrange them so that the best surfaces 
win be on the outside. Use the kind of 
construction the manufacturer recom- 
mends — generally a combination of fin- 
ishing nails and glue. Set nail heads by 
driving them below the surface with a 
nail set. Then fill the tiny holes with 
wood filler and sand. 


That assembled furniture that you pull 


out of the big box looks ail ready to paint 
or varnish. No matter how smooth it 
looks it needs sanding before finishing. 
Start with number 2/0 sandpaper and fin- 
ish with 4/0. Brush off sawdust and wipe 
clean with a cloth slightly dampened 
with turpentine. 


Trim pieces, knobs and handles should 


be removed and finished separately. 
Start finishing from the inside, doing the 
hard-to-reach surfaces first, then the out- 
side. 


Doit 


yourself 


IF YOU ARE painting the pieces con- 


sider enamel or at least a semi-gloss fin- 
ish, especially in a child's room or the 
kitchen. This kind of surface is easy to 
wash. Apply an undercoat as the paint 
manufacturer recommends. Brush with 
the grain and apply evenly. Sand lightly 
when dry, then put on the finish coat. 


A natural finish allows the grain of the 


wood to show through. Use varnish, lac- 
quer or shellac. The furniture will look 
better if you deepen the color of the wood 
before applying the finish. Use an oil 
stain which colors the wood without hid- 
ing the grain. 


A color chart will give you an approxi- 


mate idea of what you will get. Depth of 
color is controlled by applying thinly and 
wiping off quickly. Apply with a brush 
and wipe off with rags. The longer it 
stands on the wood the deeper the color. 
End grain will soak up too much stain so 
seal the grain with shellac first. 


ONCE THE PIECE is stained, rub 


down with a clean cloth, then with fine 
steel wool. 


Fast-drying lacquers are hard to apply 


with a brush. They should be sprayed on. 
If you brush them you will have to work 
fast, applying in long even strokes and 
not going back over your work, lifting 
the brush at the end of the stroke. 


The same technique applies to using 


varnish as well. 


Work in a clean, dust-free, well venti- 


lated room. Apply several coats, rubbing 
down with steel wool hi between once the 
surface is thoroughly dry. The final coat 
should be rubbed down with rubbing 
compound or pumice to cut the gloss. 
Finish with a good coat of furniture wax.

Safety Council warns 


'Don't rattle the baby9 


The problem of the battered 


child takes a new turn. 


This time, it's the matter of in- 


nocent in jury •, rather than the .ang- 
ry, explosive and deliberate batter- 
ing which a parent does and which 
has been of increasing concern1 
among medical and legal Author- 
ities. 


"Don't rattle the baby," head- 


lines the National Safety Council 
(NSC). Babies are more delicate 
than we realize and even a heavy- 
handed burping could damage per- 
manently;. 


NSC refers to skeletal and brain 


damage, mental retardation, even; 
death as too often sequels to some' 
innocent things parents do with chil- 
dren. 
' 
; 


"Many well-intentioned parents 


think nothing of giving a child a 
'good shaking,'" says Dr. John 
Caffey of the University of Pitts-- 
burgh, "even though the cumula- 
tive brainbruising may^be grave." 


He included as dangerous heavy- 


handed burping, tossing the young-. 
ster in the air, "riding the horsie" 
on a grownup's shin, "cracking the 
ship," or somersaulting a baby by 
grasping its wrists from between 


Also possibly harmful were too 


springy a baby-bouncer, the action 
of a powered rocking horse or a 
'jolting ride in car, on a motorcycle 


or bike. 


Another possible cause of dam- 


age, said • Caffey, is recurrent ex- 
posure to the snowmobile. 


NSC quotes Caffey's writing in a 


recent Good Housekeeping. 


•The council, in its current news- 


letter, from the women's depart- 
ment, also delves into, effectiveness 
o'f 
the 
federal flame-retardant 


regulation for children's nightwear. 


It is not a signal for parents to 


"sleep" on the job of safety, NSC 
says. It urges that parents study 
the sleepwear regulation, know its 
limitations . and "exercise vigil- 
ance" in selecting safe wardrobes. 


The federal regulation covers 


only sleepwear in sizes 0 to 6x, 
manufactured after .last July 29. 
Pajamas, nightgowns ' and robes 
made before that time still may be 
sold legally. Further, NSC says, 
"the' vast majority of children's 
garments are still not flame resis- 
tant and care must be taken to 
k e e p the fabrics away from 
sources of ignition." 


• Ask for a flame retardant gar- 


ment when purchasing the,sizes 0 
to 6x sleepwear. Inspect the label 
yourself, don't rely on the clerk, 
and in the laundry, follow the prac- 
tices suggested by the manufac- 
turer to preserve -the retardancy. 


• Remember that all non-retar- 


dant fabrics will burn under cer- 


tain conditions so keep children ,i 
away from such as space heaters, - 
stove, matches, cigarets and bar- 
becue fires. 


• Avoid loose fitting, frilly gar- 


ments. Close fitting, tightly woven, 
smooth surfaced and heavy fabrics _ 
are the best safety buy. Wool is • 
comparatively 
flame 
resistant. 


Synthetics are usually less' flam- 
mable than cotton, linen and ray- 
on. Synthetics, however, if ignited, 
can melt and form sticky, syrupy 
substances that can produce deep 
localized burns. 


• If clothing ignition does occur, 


teach your child never to run; run- 
ning only speeds the burning pro- 
cess. Instruct the child to drop to a 
horizontal position to keep the 
flames away from the face and to 
roll on the floor or ground to 
smother the fire. 


If others are present, they can 


extinguish the blaze by wrapping 
the victim in rug, blanket or other 
heavy fabric. Or use water to snuff 
the flames. 


• And if a final reminder for 


safety were necessary, the U. S.' 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare (HEW) reports that 
3,000 to 5,000 persons die 
and • 


150,000 to 250,000 are injured each 
year from burns associated with . 
flammable fabrics.

We working wives knew it all along. 


Now comes a detailed study of the work- 
load Carried by today's female of the 
species, showing that it is much heavier 
despite all the hoopla about labor-saving 
devices. 


In short, we're working harder than 


out mothers and grandmothers and 
great-grandmothers. Our family lifestyle 
has become what one sociologist called 
"the harried leisure class." The tech- 
nology of the 70s has not really given us 
more leisure time. 


Present day hours spent In household 


work compared with half a century ago 
were examined by Dr. Kathryn E. 
Walker, who is leading a continuing 
study of the subject at C9rnell Univer- 
sity. She says that when'home econo- 
mists first began to study the length of a 
woman's work week 50 years ago, they 
found it to be 42 to 49 hours. 


Today, the employed woman works a 


66 to 75-hour week at combined job and 
household duties 


"It is probably true," she says "that 


as we are released from one household 
job by new products and new services, 
we choose to give that released time to 
the things we were not able to get done 
yesterday or that we had not done as 
well as we wished." 


For instance. Because it is so much 


easier to wash clothes in an automatic 
washer than on a washboard, we now 
wash clothing and linens more frequently 
than we used to and total tune spent on 
laundry has not decreased perceptibly. 
The same analogy could be worked out 
for many other kinds of housework.

THE RESEARCH showed the average 


amount of time spent on housework by 
employed women ranged from four to 
eight hours daily, The average for the 
nonemployed homemaker ranged from 
five to 12 daily 


She asks whether this means the em- 


ployed women are more efficient be- 
cause they have time pressures.

'Steambath' not for strait-laced

Let's get it alt out into the open. Re- 


gardless of what some people were ex- 
pecting, there Is no nudity in "Steam- 
bath" currently playing weekends at the 
Pub Playhouse In the Mount Prospect 
Holiday Inn. 


Producer/director 
Al 
Richman 


"cleaned up" the production for the sub- 
urbs Everyone wore towels . . . all the 
time Yet even though flesh is at a pre- 
minium, good entertainment Is not. made 
possible by an exciting lineup of actors 
and solid direction. It's the kind of off- 
beat show that one normally would have 
to drive Into the city to see. 


"Steambath" will not appeal to those 


people who wince over four-lettered 
words and growl at sacrilegious mate- 
rial. 


If you're not bothered, be prepared to 


chuckle all the way through. 


WHO WOULD EVER depict God as 


a Puerto Rican steambath attendant 
who takes turns ordering both impending 
gloom and happiness? Playwright Bruce 
Jay Friedman, of course. 


Behind, between and all around the 


•vulgarity and travesty Friedman im- 
plants a message of life — a man desper- 
ately bargains for his whole existence. 
That message is perhaps too heavily im- 
parted at the end. All the preceding friv- 
olity Hoes not adequately condition the 
audience to accept the final emotional 
deluge. 
"What will be remembered about the 
two act comedy drama is the ingenious, 


if not outlandish, concept of designating 
a steambath as purgatory and God just 
one of the guys, a man with evil In- 
tentions as well as good. 


John Gould is superb as God disguised 


as an attendant. He shows off his power 
with magic tricks. 


G o u l d ' s square-muscled physique, 


deadpan humor and intensity of charac- 
ter set him off in the role. And his props 
are terrific. 


ALSO GOOD ARE the special guests of 


the steambath, particularly Ted Weiss as 
the old-timer, Alden Lewis as the "natu- 
ral, uninhibited" Tandy and Ron Verson 
as Bieberman, a confused man who final- 
ly comes to the realization that he is in- 
deed, dead, his life taken from him long 
before he was ready. 


Joyce Hazard is the gum-smacking 


flighty blonde who arrives in the steam- 
bath worried lest an overdue Bloom- 
ingdale bill might discredit her name be- 
fore she has the opportunity to return. 


Dan Kreisman and Bob Repta are hi- 


larious as blatant homosexuals. Gay as 
they come, the two talk always in unison 
and Introduce themselves with a chorus 
line number. Good work . . . it had to 
take time to master. 


ALSO APPEARING in the show are 


Norm Tobin as the broker and Jack Co- 
hen as Gottlieb, God's assistant. 


Minor roles are filled by Donna Alpers, 


Ron Goodman and Ron Capitol. 


Pub Playhouse is receiving worthwhile 


recognition. Indeed the new theater 
should, though technical problems spoil- 
ed an otherwise enjoyable and successful 


opening night. 


Lighting was off. The house lights were 


still on even after the play began.. 


If the audience continues to grow, seat- 


ing must be arranged to insure good 
viewing for everyone. A raised platform 
would greatly increase visibility for 
those seated in the last rows. 


The combo playing next door in the 


lounge was again distracting. Perhaps a 


compromise could be made — curtain 
time moved up and the band instructed 
to begin immediately following the pro- 
duction. 


HOLIDAY INN has a good thing going

The tnble Is ringed with smiles when 


Mrs. Albert L. Eischen of Arlington 
Heights serves her sweet chocolate cake 
for dessert. Baked goods are Louise Els- 
chen's specialty, and this cake is a favor- 
ite of her children. Lisa, 7, Kurt, 10, 
Wayne. 14. and Robert. 13, who requests 
it for his birthday. 


"It's nothing so unusual," Louise mod- 


estly explained, "but it never disappoints 
me and always disappears in a hurry." 


This is not a fudge cake; it is high and 


light in texture, with a mild sweet choco- 
late flavor. Louise usually makes it in 
three layers, filling it with a fluffy white 
icing. It is as handsome in appearance 
as it is appealing to taste. 


Her husband, Al, enjoys a piece of cof- 


fee cake for breakfast, so Louise often 
makes an Orange Juice Cake or a Butter 
Coffee Cake. Both are baked in a spring 
tube pan, but are dissimilar in taste and 
texture. 


GRATED ORANGE rind and walnuts 


flavor one cake, and dates may be 
added, If desired. An orange syrup is 
spooned over It while hot, and this seeps 
into the cake adding more flavor and 
making the cake very moist. 


Sour cream is used in the batter for 


the butter coffee cake, giving it an ex- 
ceedingly nice texture. It has a filling 


and topping of sugar, cinnamon and nuts. 


In addition to being a delightful way to 


start the day. both cakes are excellent to 
serve for coffee parties. 


Louise candidly admits that she pre- 


fers baking to cooking because she feels 
it is more creative and it pleases her 
family. Along with this interest, her hob- 
bies include swimming, water skiing and 
music. A mezzo soprano, Louise sings in 
a quartet and performs with the Fine 
Arts Puppeteers. She also belongs to the 
Northwest Chapter of Lyric Opera and 
substitute teaches for District 25. 


SWEET CHOCOLATE CAKE 


1 4-ounce package German 


Sweet Chocolate 


la cup boiling water 
1 cup margarine 
2 cups sugar 
4 eggs, separated 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


2la cups cake flour, sifted 


1 teaspoon baking soda 
lj teaspoon salt 
1 cup buttermilk or 


sour milk 


Melt chocolate in boiling water and 


cool. 


Cream margarine and sugar; add eggs 


one at a time, beating well. Then add 
vanilla and chocolate and mix well. 


Sift dry ingredients together and add to 


batter alternately with buttermilk, beat- 
ing until smooth, Fold in stiffly-beaten 
egg whites. 


Line two or three 9-inch layer pans 


with greased waxed paper. Pour in bat- 
ter and bake at 360 degrees for 30 to 35 
minutes. Let cool in pans 10 minutes; re- 
move and cool on racks. Frost with fluffy 
white frosting. 


FLUFFY WHITE FROSTING 


2/3 cup sugar 


Vz cup light corn syrup 
2 egg whites 
3 tablespoons water 


1/8 teaspoon cream of tartar 
1/8 teaspoon salt 


l teaspoon vanilla 
Place sugar, corn syrup, egg whites, 


water, cream of tartar and salt into the 
top of a double boiler. Beat over boiling 
water with a rotary beater until the mix- 
ture stands in peaks. Remove from heat 
and blend in vanilla. Continue beating 
until frosting is thick. Use as filling and 
frosting for chocolate cake. 


ORANGE JUICE CAKE 


1 cup butter 
2 cups sugar 
2 egg yolks 
2 teaspoons baking'soda 
1 tablespoon warm water 
4 cups sifted all- 


purpose flour 


2 cups lukewarm milk 
% cup chopped dates 


(optional) 
Grated rind of 2 oranges 


1 cup chopped walnuts 
Cream butter, gradually adding sugar. 


Add egg yolks one at a time, beating 
well. Dissolve soda in warm water and 
beat into batter. 


If dates are used, let them soften In the 


lukewarm milk. Add milk to batter alter- 
nately with flour in small amounts, mix- 
ing well with each addition. Stir in rind 
and nuts. 


Turn batter into a greased and floured 


spring tube pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 
50 to 60 minutes. 


In the meantime, combine:

Juice of 2 medium oranges 
When cake is done, remove from oven 


and slowly spoon over it the orange juice 
— sugar mixture, Prick slightly with 
toothpick if necessary to help juice seep 
into cake. Cook in pan; do not invert. 


Remove from pan when completely cool 
and serve. 


BUTTER COFFEE CAKE

Cream butter and sugar; add beaten

Pour remaining batter over this and 
springkle with remaining topping. Bake 
at 350 degrees about 50 to 45 minutes or 
until done. Sprinkle confectioners' sugar 
on top while hot. Do not invert pan. Let 
cool in pan 15 to 20 minutes. Remove 
from pan and let cool on rack. Do not 
invert. Serve warm. 


Here's easy oven meal 
for Sunday night guests 


For a Sunday night supper or other In- 


formal occasion, It's nice to have dishes 
which can be prepared before guests ar- 
rive and need only short-term baking in 
the oven before putting on a buffet: 


Two such dishes we served to a bridge 


group, are Corn and Oyster Bake and 
Baked Spiced Fruit. They were prepared 
to accompany baked ham and relishes.

Drain thoroughly one pint oy- 
s t e r s , C o m b i n e two cans (16- 
ounce)yellow creamstyle corn, one beat- 
en egg, one teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spool) pepper, one tablespoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, one-fourth teaspoon pre- 
pared mustard. Add drained oysters mix.

casserole and dot with two tablespoons

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Chef Louis cooking in concert 
He offers wit and wisdom

When you're a celebrated professional, 


you can get away with making out- 
rageously shocking pronouncements. 


And so It Is with Chef Louis, who pre- 


sides over the cuisine at The Bakery, 
2218 N. Lincoln in Chicago. 


Chef Louis, who looks as though he en- 


joys eating what he cooks, visited Pala- 
tine recently to promote the Treasure Is- 
land food store in the Countryside Mali. 


"If you think I do this commercial for 


Treasure Island for money, you are abso- 
lutely right." Louis told the women in his 
thick Hungarian accent. 


But he went on to explain that all pro- 


ceeds from his cooking demonstrations 
go to charities, and, while he deftly 
made cuts in the fresh mushrooms, he 
described the organizations who would 
benefit from last week's program. 


Suddenly, Chef Louis threw the mush- 


room he was working on Into the au- 
dience. As the women gasped, he calmly 
began explaining how to make proper 
cuts In a mushroom, and then tossed sev- 
eral more into the audience. 


Getting down to business, Chef Louis 


announced that he would prepare Beef 
Stroganoff — "the right way." 


Using ready-cut sirloin, he began by 


browning the meat in a combination of 
oil and butter. This mixture, he ex- 
plained, would allow him to achieve a 
high temperature without unpleasant 
burning. 


NEXT, HE sprinkled the meat with 


salt, pepper and paprika and added some 


Kitchen Bouquet. After browning the 
meat, he sauteed the fresh mushrooms in 
the same pan juices. 


Then, he made the sauce out of these 


pan juices and a pint of sour cream, 
pouring a little of the hot juice into the 
cold sour cream first before combining 
all in the pan. He added only a slight 
amount of water — about two table- 
spoons — to the mixture. 


As he completed the dish, a woman 


asked about freezing mushrooms. 


"Some people freeze their big toes," 


Chef Louis replied disdainfully. Needless 
to say, he strongly advised against freez- 
ing mushrooms — or anything else. Even 
if it's on sale. 


"Buy to eat it, not to store it. The 


home freezer is nothing but a frozen food 
holding cabinet. Don't pay interest and 
storage by buying fresh food and putting 
it away in the freezer." 


Chef Louis' second act was the prepa- 


ration of a dinner for a woman in the 
audience, who had purchased the in- 
gredients from him at Treasure Island. 
The entree was a 3^-pound family steak, 
which at Treasure Island is a round 
steak cut. 


"I COMMIT the first sin," Chef Louis 


announced as he vigorously patted salt 
all over the meat, much to the horror of 
his audience. Soliciting from the women 
their time-honored reason for not salting 
meat before cooking — because it will 
draw out the juices — Chef Louis de- 
manded, "Why do you believe that silly 
fairy tale?" 


He then tutored the women in their 


high school chemistry, explaining how 
unsalted water (the juice inside the 
meat) will draw on salted water (the 
juice on the suface) until the salt con- 
tent of the two is equalized. Thus, salting 
makes the juices go into the meat, not 
out. 


Chef Louis then pan-fried the meat at a 


high temperature, turning it often. Some- 
one asked about broiling it. 


"Whoever invented the broiler should 


be hung!" he sputtered. "The only way 
to make a decent steak is to pan fry or 
grill." 


He didn't explain why, but I believe I'll 


stick to broiling anyway. Because, to my 
un-gourmet eye, Chef Louis' masterpiece 
looked burned on the outside and raw on 
the inside!

Or conclude an evening of 
cards with hot coffee and one superb 
supper dish, such as Creamy Salmon 
Souffle Pie, 


This dish Is easy to make and despite 


its luxury look, is surprisingly In- 
expensive. The appetizing color of the 
salmon gives the pie a festive appear- 
ance, and the sweet, mild flavor of the 
salmon combined with cream cheese and 
eggs turns the most casual occasion into 
a party. 


For a nutritious family meal add a 


wedge of pie and a tossed salad. 


CREAMY SALMON SOUFFLE PIE 
Pastry for a Mnch pie 


7^4 ounce can salmon 


6 ounce package cream cheese 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
</i teaspoon salt 
Vi cup heavy cream 
4 eggs, separated 


Pimiento for garnish 


Line a 9-inch pie plate with pastry. 


Drain salmon, reserving the liquid, and 
sprinkle salmon chunks over the bottom 
of the pastry. 


Combine the cream cheese and lemon 


juice. Gradually beat in reserved salmon 
liquid, the salt and the cream. Beat egg 
yolks lightly and stir into the cheese mix- 
ture, Beat egg whites until stiff but not 
dry and fold gently but thoroughly into 
the egg yolk-cheese mixture. Spoon over 
the salmon in the pastry lined pan and 
bake in a preheated 375 degree oven for 
45 minutes, or until the top of the pie is 
lightly browned and the filling is set. 
Garnish before serving with pimiento 
"fish." 


Serve hot in wedges to 6 people. 


Fresh fish offers 
benefits 


of good nutrition, economy 


Although Midwesterns do not have the 


abundance or variety of fresh fish and 
seafoods available to coastal residents, 
many canned 
and frozen selections 


abound in local supermarkets. 


We're still able to reap the nutritional 


and economical benefits from such offer- 
ings in daily menus. The National Marine 
Fisheries Service reports that a variety 
of fishery products are available cur- 
rently in the Midwest. The best buys, ac- 
cording to Marine Fisheries, are fillets of 
ocean perch and turbot. both selling for 
less than a dollar a pound. Another good 
buy is dressed whiting which can be of- 
ten pwhcased for under SO cents per 
pound. 


THE FRESH products cited as good 


buys are fresh fillets of ocean perch, 
whole white fish and pan-dressed smelt. 


Products abundant currently on a na- 


tionwide basis include salmon (filleted 
and in the round), flounder fillets and 
fish sticks and portions.

Make a sauce of melted but- 
ter and remaining ingredients — use all 
quantities to taste, Make squares of 
aluminum foil for each piece of fish, 
spreading each with some of the butter 
mixture. Place a fillet on each; garnish 
with thinly sliced carrots, onion rings 
and cheese, if desired. 


Divide remaining butter sauce evenly 


among fish fillets, pouring over each. 
Fold up foil securely to make a packet. 
Place on baking sheet and bake at 400 
degrees for 20 to 40 minutes, depending 
upon the thickness of the fillets. Fish is 
done when it begins to flake when tested 
with a fork. 


This can also be made in a large, flat 


casserole with a tight-fitting cover. 


SARDINE SPREAD 


1 can sardines 
2 ounces cream cheese or 


Neufchatel cheese, softened 
Horseradish 
Chopped parsley 
Drain oil from sardines and mash 


them with a fork. Combine with softened 
cheese, adding horseradish to taste. Dec- 
orate with parsley. This is good on 
cracxers or small squares of rye or 
whole wheat toast. May be a snack or 
served in regular sandwich with lettuce 
and tomato. 


Egg shopping tips 


When buying eggs, if there is less than 


a seven-cent price spread between one 
size and the next smaller size in the 
same grade, you're probably getting a 
better bargain by picking the larger size. 


It's important to use U.S. Grade AA or 


A eggs for frying and poaching, while 
Grade B with their less thick whites and 
flatter yolks are good for general cooking 
and baking. 


There Is no difference between brown 


and white eggs in nutritional value, qual- 
ity or taste — the only difference is the 
color of the shell. 


Household hints 


Food will stay frozen in a freezer in 


case of power failure for about two days 
if the freezer is full and the door is not 
opened. 


If your garbage disposer picks up an 


unpleasant odor, try running through it a 
tray of ice cubes and several orange or 
lemon rinds. 


Make sure your range is on the level — 


if it is on uneven ground, cakes won't 
rise evenly. 


Refrigerator Interiors can be cleaned 


with a solution of baking soda and wa- 
ter; exteriors with lukewarm sudsy wa- 
ter.

Breadsubject of new cookbook 


"The Complete Book of Breads" by 


Bernard Clayton Jr. (Simon and Schus- 
ter) is the most recent in a rapidly grow- 
ing list of cookbooks on the subject. Min- 
utely detailed directions make it espe- 
cially good for beginners. Clayton's 
cheese casserole bread is also easy, be- 
cause it needs no kneading. 


In a large bowl, combine 2 cups of 


bread or all-purpose flour, 3 tablespoons 
of sugar, 1 tablespoon of salt and 2 pack- 
ages of dry yeast. In a saucepan, com- 
bine 2 cups of hot tap water — 120-130 
degrees, 1/3 cup non-fat dry milk and 2 
tablespoons of shortening at room tem- 
perature. Gradually add liquids to dry 
ingredients and beat 150 strokes with a 
wooden spoon or 2 minutes at medium 
speed with electric mixer. Scrape bowl 
occasionally. Add IVz cups grated Ched- 
dar cheese, and 1 beaten egg, both at 
room temperature and about % cup of 
flour to make a thick batter but not so 
thick it stops the mixer. Beat at high 
speed 2 minutes or ISO strokes with the 
spoon. 


With a spoon, stir in about 2 more cups 


of flour or enough to make a stiff but 
manageable batter. Cover bowl with 


plastic wrap and put in a warm place 80- 
85 degrees until batter has doubled in 
volume — about 40 minutes. Stir down, 
beat vigorously about 30 seconds, and 
turn into greased casseroles of 1 quarter 
or less capacity, filling them half full. 
Bake 45 minutes, or until a toothpick in- 
serted in the center emerges clean, in a 
preheated 375-degree oven for metal 
pans or 350-degrees for glass or ceramic. 
Turn onto racks and cool Makes enough 
batter for two 1-pound pans or casse- 
roles.

Village Mgr 
Daniel Larson said 


Wednesday that officials hope to make 
the club village property by early next 
year Buffalo Grove trustees approved a 
milti'famil.v development fronting the 
course earlier this year on the condition 
the village could purchase the open area. 


The Phoenix Construction Co plans to 


build 849 townhouses, townhomes and 
condominiums on the 61 acres surround- 
ing the golf course The village board 
will not pass an ordinance approving the 
zoning until an agreement is reached for 
purchase of the golf course 


LARSON. VILLAGE Pres. Gary Arm- 


strong and the village attorney have met 
with the owners of the golf course and 
have worked out a tentative agreement. 
The agreement is expected to be deliv- 
ered to the village hall this week, Larson 
said 


The three men believe the village will 


be prepared to take over operation of the 
goll course by Jan. 1. 1975. It was origi- 
nally predicted the course could become 
a municipal facility as soon as this 
month, but Larson said more tune will 
be needed,

board of directors for the satellite branch 
of the Franklin Boulevard Community 
Hospital proposed for just south of 
Wheeling 


The board members were chosen so 


Franklin Boulevard can seek approval 
for the satellite branch at the April meet- 
ing of the state hospital licensing bord If 
the branch is approved, Franklin Boule- 
vard plans to build a 223-bed facility just 
south of Wheeling on Schoenbeck Road. 


Wheeling Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon, 


said he was given primary responsibility 
for choosing the seven board members, 
who will operate under a larger Franklin 
Boulevard board. 


"They applied, and based on what they 


had on their qualifications we felt cer- 
tainly they would be an asset to the 
board of directors," Scanlon told The 
Herald yesterday. 


FOUR WHEELING residents were 


chosen for the board along with two Buf- 
falo Grove residents and one Mount 
Prospect resident. The hospital is being 
designed to serve Wheeling and Buffalo 
Grove as a primary area, with Mount 
Prospect. Prospect Heights. Northbrook 
and parts of Lake County as a secondary 
area. 


The Wheeling residents chosen for the

THE OWNERS have offered to sell the 


golf course to the village for $11 million. 
The 129-acie coutse was appraised more 
than a year ago and that price was said 
to be the fair market value If anything, 
Larson said the value has increased 
since that time, 


According to officials the village can 


afford to buy the golf course without an 
increase in property taxes. The course 
will be obtained at no cost to residents 
and will be entirely self-supporting, he 
added 


The village, he said has received finan- 


cial statements from the owners which 
show the golf course will be a money- 
making operation. 


According to Larson, there are a num- 


ber of ways the village can go about fi- 
nancing the golf course However, village 
officials have not yet decided which 
method would be the most advantageous 
for the village. 


Two possibilities would be through a 


revenue bond Issue or a general obliga- 
tion bond issue The latter would have to 
be approved by residents in a referen- 
dum, but would be better because the 
village would get a lower interest rate, 


OTHER WAYS OF financing it would 


be through a lease purchase agreement 
or with matching funds from the federal 
government. The village was denied fed- 
eral money Isst year, but officials say 
that could change. 


Under any of these plans the village 


would pay for the course with funds ob- 
tained through its operation After oper- 
ating expenses, there will be sufficient 
money to pay the principal and interest 


The agreement with the golf course 


owners, Larson said, probably will allow 
the village to take over the golf course 
and pay for it over a five year period. 


The Buffalo Grove Park District has 


requested the village at some future time 
consider designating part of the property 
for uses other than golf. Armstrong said 
he would toe willing to discuss the possi- 
bility with the park district. 


In the future, village officials have said

their vacation without worrying about 
gas Last year they camped in Florida 
and getting gas was no problem. 


"We have been giving it a lot of 


thought," said Keyzer. "We want to go to 
California but now it looks like it's out of 
the question. I guess we'll have to wait 
and see what the gas situation's going to 
be" 


The Keyzers were browsing at the 


gleaming campers, trailers and motor 
homes at the sixth annual Camping and 
Travel Show at the Arlington Park Race 
Track yesterday, 


Dealers there know they won't be sell- 


ing as much of their wares as they did 
last year at the show The people are 
nervous about getting gas, they said 


BILL KERVIN, president of the Chi- 


cagoland Recreation Vehicle Dealers 
Assn , which is sponsoring the show, esti- 
mates a drop of is to 20 per cent on sales 
at the show this week. 


"John Q. Public is sure he is being 


had," said Kervin of the gasoline short- 
age 
'The people are irritable and it's 


going to take some time to not be frantic 
about gas." Kervin added the people are 
becoming skeptical of whether there is a 
gasoline shortage. 


Along with the decrease in sales, the 


dealers at the show are expecting a 
smaller crowd this year. Kervin esti- 
mated that 43,000 persons at most will 
attend, which is about a 30 per cent de- 
crease from last's year attendance of 
65,000. 


Ernest Andres, who came to the show 


from Twin Lakes, Wis., was thinking of 
buying a motor home. "With the gas 
shortage I wouldn't even consider it." he 
said 


Other persons were more optimistic 


about their vacations. Some said they 
thought the gas shortage will cease by 
summer and some are considering tak- 
ing shorter 'trips. 


"We love camping too much to give it 


up," said Mrs. Len Johnson of Stream- 
wood. "Even if we go 10 miles it would 
still be away from home." 


THE JOHNSONS bought a camper last

summer and made short trips within Illi- 
nois. They take their three children and 
their dog along. 


Ralph Evans of Rolling Meadows was

He and his wife go camping on 
their vacations, but this year their plans 
are changing. 


"Last year we went down to Louisiana, 


South Dakota, and Kentucky," he said. 
This year the family will limit their trav- 
eling to "a couple hundred miles" from 
the Chicago area. 


Because people are wary of the gas 


shortage, the dealers are feeling the 
pinch in sales and many manufacturers 
of recreational vehicles have slowed 
down production or have shut down en- 
tirely. 


"The dealers got scared during the 


gasoline talk and quit ordering the ve- 
nicles," said Kervin. "They're not going 
to have a stockpile of more than three 
months " 


WHEN DEALERS stopped ordering, 


the manufacturers stopped productions, 
said Kervin. Along with business mis- 
management, which often occurs when a 
store manager orders too much or can't 
sell enough, the recreational vehicle in- 
dustry is faced with problems 


"But I'll bet cold hard cash that we're 


going to have a shortage of vehicles," 
Kervin said 
"Everything 
has been 


against the economy. People may get in- 
come taxes back or something and be 
able to buy. People want to go out." 


Warren Johnson of the Northwest Rec- 


Teational Vehicle Center ui Elk Grove 
Village said he was selling 40 per cent 
less than he did last year at this time. 


"There are less buying but they're 


paying more than they have before," 
Johnson said 'People shop around more 
— from six months to a year and there's 
no impulse buying." 


AT THE SHOW, Johnson stqod by an 


elaborate motor home with a price tag of 
$15,000 "There has been a fantastic 
price increase on these," he said, point- 
ing to the vehicle. 


About two or three persons commented 


on the gas shortage to salesman Clar- 
ence Kutschke of Riteway Trailer Sales 
Corp 
in South Holland "Not many 


people say much about it but you can tell 
it's on their minds " 


He mentioned that sales were down, 


b u t declined to mention numbers 
Kutschke did manage to sell the $9,500 
two-bedroom, split level vehicle on dis- 
play Known as a "fifth wheeler," the 
unit, ranges from 21 to 35 feet long, and 
is attached to a truck 


Campers and small trailers are selling 


faster in the market. Dealers said the 
costs and convenience of these recrea- 
tional units are the desirable features. 


"We sold 19 units so far," said John 


Hersey on Monday Hershey is a sales- 
man for a line of trailers and said he 
expects more than 50 units during the 
week of the show. 


The trailers cost from $3,000 to $4,000 


depending on features "Another thing 
people like about these is that it only 
cuts down about a mile per gallon," said 
Hershey. 


SMALL CAMPERS, enough for four to 


six persons, are less expensive and take 
minutes to set up

Judge Prentice Marshall to throw out

Carbonaro said Phillips. 410 W. Marion 


St . Prospect Heights, was photographed 
Dec. 2 against his will after he was sub- 
poenaed by a special grand jury in- 
vestigating corruption in Wheeling vil 
lage government. The photograph was 
then compared to photos of other persons 
by the prosecution witness, who identi- 
fied Phillips. 


The other persons photographed, Car- 


bonaro charged, were "not dressed in 
similar fashion to the defendant or of 
similar age, color of hair, height, weight, 
build or general description." 


The defense motions also revealed that

STAVROS. 37115 Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, has been a behind-the-scenes in- 
fluence in Wheeling village government 
for almost a decade. He faces a total of 
10 counts of extortion and conspiracy in 
alleged shakedowns of developers seek- 
ing zoning and building permits in Wheel- 
ing. 


Stavros was not named in either of the 


t w o extortion indictments involving 
Wickes. 


According to Carbonaro, the U. S. At- 


torney's Office plans to submit the tele- 
phone records as evidence in the case 
against Phillips and Ira Colitz, a former 
county zoning board member charged

Rumors that certain village officials 


were given truckloads of free furniture 
by the company at the time zoning was 
approved circulated in the community for 
more than a year. Information on the fur- 
niture deliveries was given to federal in- 
vestigators early in the probe by The 
Hersld.

Through company records, the deliv- 


eries were traced from a Wickes ware- 
house in West Allis, Wis., to the homes of 
two indicted village officials, former 
trustee Michael Valenza and Building 
Dir. William Bieber. 


Bieber was charged with extortion, 


conspiracy and perjury in the alleged 
furniture shakedown. Valenza, also ac- 
cused of receiving extorted furniture, 
pleaded guilty Feb. 28 to one conspiracy 
count after the U. S. Attorney's Office 
agreed to drop a second count of ex- 
tortion. 


There has been no indication of any 


connection between the Bieber-Valenza 
indictment and the Phfflips-Colitz in- 
dictment. Bieber, Phillips and Colitz 
have pleaded innocent. 


TRIAL DATE FOR the Phillips-Colitz 


case has been scheduled for May 6. 
Judge Marshall is scheduled to rule 
shortly before the trial on the motion to 
throw out the photograph identification. 


The Phillips defense motions came af- 


ter a pretrial conference among Carbo- 
naro and the prosecutors, Kadison and 
Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard Stone. 
Judge Marshall is expected to decide 
which defense requests for-additional in- 
formation must be answered by the gov- 
ernment. 


In addition to the identity of the gov- 


ernment's key witness, Carbonaro has 
asked for records from the Chicago law 
firm that represented Wickes before vil- 
lage zoning officials in 1971. He also 
wants to know what happened to the 
$50.000 his client is accused of extorting 
from the company. 


Sources involved in the investigation 


say the government has solid evidence 
tracing the payoff to Phillips, evidence 
apparently provided in part by the secret 
witness. What happened to the money af- 
ter that, sources have indicated, will be 
up to Phillips to tell. 


Carbonaro said Phillips has appeared 


before the grand jury but the defense at- 
torney declined to comment on his 
client's testimony. Carbonaro also de- 
clined comment when asked if Phillips 
was present at the Holiday Inn on the 
day the alleged payoff was made. 


ALSO TESTIFYING before the grand 


jury have been several key officials of 
Wickes, The decision to make a payoff to 


obtain zoning for the Wickes store, 351 
W. Dundee Rd , Wheeling, was made at 
a high corporate level, The Herald has 
learned. 


The secret witness, however, apparent- 


ly is not a company official. One source 
described him as an "outsider."

payoff, he had only a description of the 
bagman who picked up the $50,000. He 
described the man as dark, slender, just 
under six feet tall and 30 to 40 years old.

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Local corruption in probe continues

tmi'stigations of official corruption in 


Wheeling and other Chicago suburbs will 
not be affected by the dismissal of the 
special federal grand jury which recently 
indicted six former and present Wheeling 
;md Cook County officials, 


Samuel Skinner, chief of the U.S. At- 


torney's Office special investigations di- 
vision, yesterday told the Herald that 
matters handled by that grand jury will 
be transferred to other grand juries. 


"We have several additional grand 


juries sitting." Skinner said. "The mat- 
ters that have not been resolved will be 
transferred to the other grand juries. 
The transfer is already under way." 


Skinner said the Wheeling investigation 


is. continuing, as are the investigations in 
other suburbs. The U.S. Attorney's Office 
has said more indictments are expected 
in the Wheeling case. 


The 10 men and seven women on the 


special 
grand jury were discharged 


Tuesday by Chief Judge Edwin Robson 
of the U.S. District Court. The grand 
jury, empaneled in March 1972. returned 
more than 200 federal indictments during 
its two year existence. 


SKINNER PRAISED the grand jury 


and said it was dismissed because it had 
been sitting longer than any grand jury 
in the history of the Northern District of 
Illinois. 


"They did yeoman duty, and since 


there are other juries sitting It would be 
unfair to inflict any further hardship on 
them." Skinner said. 


Currently, seven federal grand juries 


are in existence. Four are special grand 
juries, and three are regular 
grand 


juries that have been granted extended 


terms, according to Skinner. 


In dismissing the 17-member panel, 


Judge Robson praised their two years of 
work. "We are deeply indebted to each 
of you," he said. "This community is a 
much better place because of the service 
you have rendered." 


Most recently, the grand jury indicted 


six former and present Wheeling and 
Cook County officials after a year-long 
investigation into alleged shakedowns of 
Wheeling developers and businesses. 


ONE OF THE SIX. former Wheeling 


trustee Michael Valonza, pleaded guilty 
to conspiracy to commit extortion last 


week. The guilty plea came after the 
U.S. Attorney's Office agreed to drop a 
second charge of extortion against Va- 
lenza. Sentencing is scheduled for April 
2. 


Others indicted and pleading innocent 


were James Stavros, former Wheeling 
Township 
Democratic 
committeeman 


and behind-the-scenes influence in Wheel- 
ing government; 
Nicholas Phillips, a 


Cook County Zoning Board of Appeals 
employe and Stavros' cousin; William 
Bieber, Wheeling building director; Wil- 
liam Hart, former Wheeling trustee, and 
Ira Colitz, county zoning board member 


who resigned following the indictments. 


Trial dates have been set for March 25 


in one of the Stavros cases and for May 6 
for Colitz and Phillips. Other trials have 
not yet been scheduled. 


The grand jury was responsible for in- 


dictments against Hoffman Estates offi- 
cials and developers involved in a zoning 
scandal. It also returned indictments 
against almost three dozen Chicago po- 
licemen. 


The group started out with 23 persons, 


but illness and pregnancies reduced the 
number during the two years.

Architect recommended 
for public works garage 


A special committee in Buffalo Grove 


has recommended an architect for the 
proposed public works garage and the 
village is expected to award a contract 
for construction soon. 


Trustee Thomas Mahoney, chairman of 


the committee, 
Wednesday said his 


group interviewed five architects before 
making its decision. He asked that the 
name of the firm chosen not be made 
public until the four other firms are noti- 
fied by the village. 


According to Mahoney, the village 


board agreed with the committee's rec- 
ommendation in an executive session 
Monday night, but a formal agreement 
must be signed before the matter be- 
comes official. The village attorney is re- 
viewing the agreement and it should be 
ready for board consideration within two 
weeks, he said. 


ALTHOUGH THE village board must 


make the final decision on the site for 
the garage, Mahoney said he believes the 
4.9 acres across from the village hall is 
still the most probable location. 


The site is to be donated to the village 


in exchange for the village board's deci- 
sion to grant multi-family zoning on 
three parcels surrounding the Buffalo 
Grove Golf Club. 
' 


"For right now we're still looking at 


the site across from the village hall. But 
that could change because it is a village 
board decision," Mahoney said. 


Once the architect is hired, Mahoney 


said part of his job will be to evaluate 
possible sites in the area that would be 


suitable for the garage. "Although the 
site across the street probably is ade- 
quate, it is possible the architect will 
find it has some shortcomings and will 
suggest another location," he said. 


VILLAGE MGR. Daniel Larson has 


said the site, at the southeast corner of 
Lake Cook Road and Raupp Boulevard is 
the best location available to the village. 
The site will give public works vehicles 
good access to all parts of the village 
and will not create a hardship for home- 
owners 


The garage will cost an estimated 


$500,009 and probably will be paid for 
with federal revenue sharing funds. Lar- 
son 'has suggested the village take out a 
loan and repay it over a five-year period 
as HIP funds become available. 


Mahoney said the size of the garage 


has not been determined. The architect, 
he said will aid the village in determin- 
ing what type of facility is needed to ful- 
fill the. village's needs. 


Larson said a garage is badly needed 


because vehicles stored outside deterior- 
ate much faster and also are open to 
vandalism. He estimates the village loses 
as much as $25,000 annually because it 
does not have a garage. 


In addition to being a shelter for ve- 


hicles, the garage will give public works 
employes an adequate place to repair 
and maintain equipment. 


Mahoney said he is hopeful construc- 


tion on a public works facility could be 
started by this fall. The decision, he said, 
however, must be made by the village 
board.

Jr. said Liebling has offered to only build 
apartments on half of the 40 acres and 
single-family homes on the other 20 
acres 
The property, located near the 


northeast corner of Wheeling and Camp 
McDonald roads, has all been zoned for 
apartments by the Village of Wheeling. 


Further, Biebel said Liebling would, as 


much as possible, locate the single-fami- 
ly houses closest to nearby Prospect 
Heights property. 


Liebling's offer most probably will not 


be accepted as opponents of the project 
have already obtained a court ruling that 
the annexation of the property to Wheel- 
ing was improper and therefore void. 
Without any appeals, the only decision 
left for the courts is whether the objec- 


tion of the Prospect Heights residents 
was filed too late. An April 19 court date 
has been set for that opinion. 


R. P. BELTRAN, chairman of the 


Wheeling Road Zoning Committee, which 
originally filed the suit, yesterday said 
he had only heard rumors of an offer 
from Liebling. He added that until he 
heard officially concerning an offer he 
would not comment. 


Beltran said his group would probably 


send a representative to a meeting later 
this month as proposed by Biebel. Biebel 
has suggested a meeting on either March 
14 or 21 "to ascertain whether some com- 
promise can be reached." 


When asked, Biebel said he felt 
it 


would only be fair for Liebling's offered 
compromise to be considered by all con- 
cerned. Biebel said he expected a ruling 
in favor of the objectors on the question 
of whether the objection was filed late, 
but he could not be certain as a fourth 
judge has acquired the case. The other 
three judges were either transferred or 
promoted.

Year-round and Sunday 
horse racing proposed 


An overhauling of the state horse rac- 


ing system, including the allowing of 
Sunday and year-round racing, was pro- 
posed Wednesday by the Illinois Legisla- 
tive Investigating Commission. 


The proposed sweeping changes in- 


clude a "complete ban" on public offi- 
cials owning race track stock; awarding 
of racing dates for a three-year period; 
and creation of a professional three-man 
racing board. 


Arlington Park Race Track president 


Jack Loome could not be reached for 
comment on the new proposals. How- 
ever, he endorsed a similar bill to allow 
Sunday racing last year, saying horse 
racing was not unlike other professional 
sports such as baseball and football. 


The report was the result of a year- 


long study, headed by Charles Slragusa, 
executive director of the Investigating 
commission. 


Present regulations ban horse races on 


Sundays and limit the racing season to 
spring, summer and fall. 


THE REPORT recommended tracks 


be given dates over three years. Tracks 
are now awarded the dates yearly for the 
upcoming season. 


The appointed six-member Illinois Rac- 


ing Commission would also be scrapped 


if the report and its recommended legis- 
lation becomes law. In its place would be 
a professional, salaried three-man board, 
according to the report. 


The new report contains portions of 


several bills to reform racing that were 
introduced last year. The bills, which 
would have changed the racing board 
make-up and permitted the year-round 
and Sunday racing dates, did not become 
law. 


S t a t e R e p . Eugenia Chapman, 


D-Arlington Heights, said of the earlier 
bills, "I don't think this community 
would be delighted with Sunday racing." 


THE REPORT ALSO urges creation of 


a statewide race track security force. 
The commission said current security 
practices at state tracks are ineffective. 


". . . the commission believes that cri- 


minal practices are not as widespread as 
some detractors allege, (but) the commis 
sion is convinced that a serious problem 
nevertheless prevails," the report said. 


The report was critical of present en- 


forcement of rules at Illinois tracks. 
"Criminal prosecutions for illegal prac- 
tices are virtually nonexistent," it said. 


The commission said the establishment 


of a bureau of race track security, fund- 
ed and operated by the state, would al- 
leviate the problem.

agency have granted Shelter, Inc., a to- 
tal of $31,600 for the first year of oper- 
ation. 


The agency is in the final stages of 


obtaining licensing by the Illinois State 
Department of Children and Family Ser- 
vices and will work closely with its par- 
ent organization as an extension to pro- 
vide emergency homes in the immediate 
ara. 


A training program will be offered for 


all prospective foster parents. The agen- 
cy is also looking for volunteers to help 
with typing, phoning or giving speeches 
about Shelter, Inc., in the area.

propriation by $45 million.

IF, FOR SOME reason, the state did 


not come through with the 12 full pay- 
ments Dist. 21 is scheduled to receive 
this fiscal year, Gill estimated the dis- 
trict would lose as much as $250,000. 


The budget for the 1973-74 school year 


was determined on the basis of 12 equal 
state aid payments, the superintendent 
said. If the 12th payment is dropped, the 
district probably would have to issue tax 
anticipation warrants (TAWs) to make 
up the loss. 


"I'm sure we could issue enough TAWs 


to cover the difference, but that would be 
taking local money when it's the state's 
obligation to provide those funds," Gill 
said. 


"I really believe we're going to get the 


money, but if we don't you can bet we're 
going to raise hell about it." 


THE LOSS OF the promised 12th state 


aid payment to Dist. 96, which serves the 
Lake County section of Buffalo Grove 
and Long Grove would amount to about 
$23,600, according to Supt. William Hitze- 
man. 


A recent change in property assess- 


ments in Lake County, which has rolled 
back rates to 1972 levels, has already cut 
the estimated revenue in that district by

214 schools are designed for 2,500 
students except Hersey which has a ca- 
pacity of 2,750. Enrollment next year at 
Forest View is expected to be 2,915 and 
projections show the enrollment will 
peak in 1977 with 3,320. 


If the boundary changes are not made 


Hersey will have 2,790 students next 
year, Prospect will have 2,395 and 
Wheeling will have 1,960. Dist. 214 offi- 
cials have now decided to change the 
boundaries for Wheeling and Hersey 
High Schools to balance enrollment 
there.

Mikva campaign donors told 


With political education committees of 


various labor organizations leading the 
way, former Democratic U. S Rep. Ab- 
ner J. Mikva reported collecting $20,482 
in the campaign contributions during the 
past two months 


Mikva, who is seeking to unseat U S. 


Rep Samuel Young, R-lOth, pledged last 
year to reveal all contributors to his 
campaign no matter how small their do- 
nation might be 


The largest single contribution contain- 


ed in the second Mikva fund-raising re- 
port was made by the Railway Clerks 
Political League for $3,000. He also re- 
ceived $2,000 from the Chicago Joint 
Board Political Education Committee. 


THE AMALGAMATED Political Edu- 


cation Committee, North Western Offi- 
cers Trust Account.Machinist Non-Parti- 


san Political League and the United Auto 
Workers each made $1,000 contributions 
to Mikva's reelection bid. 


While Mikva has been critical of the 


influence peddling power wielded by 
some lobby organizations, he said he has 
set limits to avoid major influence in his 
campaign by any one group. 


"I have set a $3,000 maximum limit on 


any single contribution so that no one 
group will have a major influence on the 
campaign," Mikva said. 


He said he has been supported by or- 


ganized labor groups during his two 
terms in Congress, but has not allowed 
their financial support to force him to 
introduce special interest legislation.

Such accomplishments are just 


dreams to hundreds of Illinois 
swimmers; goals that will never 
be achieved. 


When he succeeded In the 50, 


"Fltz" recalled thinking about 
"going to practice and wondering- 
whether it was worth it. When 
you're up on the starting block 


(for 
the award ceremony), you 


know It's all worth it. I was pret- 
ty happy." 


For the present, the heavy, 


continuous, sometimes boring 
and almost always exhausting 
workouts have ceased. Now Ed 
Fltzsimons Is faced with a men- 
tal workout — picking a college. 


When you consider the cost of 


a c o l l e g e education (about 
$20,000). you'd think a young 
man would leap at the chance for 
an athletic scholarship. But Ed 
has always wanted to attend the 
University of Notre Dame. How- 
ever, believe It or not, this fa- 
mous college doesn't have swim 
scholarships. 


Still, two brothers and a sister 


are now enrolled with one 'broth- 
er — Rick — on the varsity swim 
team. Ed would love to join him. 


Besides no scholarships, there 


arc other hangups for Ed. He's a 
member of a large family for one 
thing — nine children in ill. 
Even though his father. Is a bio- 
chemist, it's been difficult help- 
Ing the oldest children with col- 
Icgc expenses, according to Ed.

(Photo by Dpm Najolia I 


queen to cadet divers

AIR FORCE ACADEMY, Colo. (UPI) 


- Capt. Maxine "Micki" King has prov- 
en her courage in competing under diffi- 
cult circumstances and she has kept her 
sense of humor against 4,000-to-i odds. 


Capt. King, known as "Sky King" to 


the cadets she coaches on the Air Force 
Academy Diving team, knows becoming 
an .Olympian takes lots of practice and 
even more determination to -try, try 
again. 
• 


The 29-year-old winner of the gold 


medal on the three-meter, board at the 
1972 Olympics in Munich said: 


"I'm more deeply Involved in athletics 


as a 'IMS-been' than I was when I was a 
competitor. I get'an'equal amount of sat* 
isf action in coaching and. watching the 
fellows Improve. I use them as a replace- 
ment for .my own .achievements and feel 
lucky I can fill the gap left by withdraw- 
ing from competition." 


Capt. King also is the first woman ad- 


ministrative officer in the history of the 
athletic department at the 4,000-cadet 


• academy. As the assistant business man- 
ager of the department, she handles ev- 
erything from selling programs at foot- 
ball games to scheduling events for non- 
revenue sports such as baseball, wres- 
tling, swimming and diving. 


She said something amusing happens 


every day, but the men don't treat her 
any differently because she is a woman. 


"I don't want them to act different be- 


cause of me," Capt. King said. "Diving 
and athletics should be a release from 
their school work and I don't want them 
to feel inhibited. They don't hide their 
emotions If they mess up a dive. 


"I'm immune from women's lib prob- 


lems such as equal pay because of my 
career in the Air Force. I get paid'the 
same as men with the same education, 
qualifications and rank. The Air Force is 
good about that." 


Why the Air Force? 
"It was the right place at the right 


tune sort of thing," Capt. King said. "As 
a senior in .college at the University of 
Michigan it was easy to drift along and 
not worry about my future. 
. - . . ' • 


"When I graduated in 1966, I knew I 


wanted to go to the Olympics but knew I 
had to work to subsist. The Air Force 
came to me, stationed me where I could 
get the best coaching and agreed to be 
my sponsor. I had a job and a valuable, 
'responsible career and at the same time 
could continue my diving.'" 


The diving for Mick! started at the 


Pontiac, Mich. YWCA, when she was in 
.her early teens. 


"I. entered my first competition when I 


Was 15," she said. "That's kind of late by 
today's standards but soon I was prac- 
ticing two or three times a week." 
.Michigan diving coach Dick Kimball 
kept her going in college. 


"By the time I was 18, I was in two- 


a-day practices and learning all the dives 
I needed to become a national com- 
petitor," she said. "My first title was on 
the 10-meter platform at the National 
AAU championships in California my ju- 
nior year." 


Then came the International events. 
"I was 24 years old -at the 1968 Olym- 


pics in Mexico," she said. "That wasn't 


young age wise but I was totally new to 
such a huge and magnificent event. That 
kind of wows you and it's easy to get 
wrapped up in the splendor and not com- 
pete well. 


"In Munich, there wasn't anything to 


surprise me and I wasn't snowed." 


Micki sliced her courage at the Mexico 


City events. She made her last dive in 
•the finals with a broken arm. 


"I was going into my second to last 


dive when I miscalculated a take off and 
struck the diving board with my arm and 
broke it," she said. "I wasn't able to pull 
my last dive off very'successfully and so 
dropped from first to fourth place." . 


Capt. King said her trainer and coach 


knew her arm was broken.but let her 
finish anyway. 


"I had been, training for it since I was 


18 years old," she said. "That's a num- 
ber of years to dedicate to something 
and it never occurred to me "hot to dive, 
the Olympic caliber in an athlete means 
you don't give up when you're that 
close." 


She laid off a year before deciding to 


train for the games. 


"I found that I missed not diving and 


that. I still had a lot of diving in me," she 
said. "It just killed me to watch meets so 
I decided I didn't ,^ust have to watch." 


The determination paid off witn. her 


gold medal in 1972. 
. 


Micki is now one of four women in- 


structors at the Academy — the other 
three teach languages — and said her 


, Air Force job still makss her happy. 


What about women cadets at the 


Academy? 


"I think women being enrolled in the 


academy is a way off — perhaps two or 
three years," she said. "There is no way 
that one or two girls are going to get in 
and be students but they might make it 
in the size of a squadron 100. 


"It would be an interesting devel- 


opment to say the least but I think there 
would fce problems adjusting. The guys 
here have different goals in life other 
than marriage and family. Any wishy- 
washy girl who comes here looking for a 
husband just isn't going to make it."

Library approves method 
for reviewing complaints 


The Elk Grove Village Library board 


has unanimously approved a new proce- 
dure for reviewing .patron complaints on 
library materials. 


The complaint system involves a de- 


tailed form which must be filled out by 
anyone objecting to a specific library se- 
lection. The form asks if the per- 
son has read the entire book, what spe- 
cific-pages were objectionable, why the 
passage was objectionable and what al- 
ternative selection should replace the 
book. 


The purpose of the system, according 


to administrative librarian Mary Clark, 
is to provide a 'written route to handle 
patron complaints on books. 


MISS CLARK said the complaint sys- 


tem does not mean the library intends to 
remove books from the shelves. Library 


policy states that a book may only be 
removed by court order. 


"Instead, it will give us a chance to 


explain to the person why we selected 
the book for our collection," said Miss 
Clark. "After all, we should have had a 
reason for buying that book — it should 
have been a good choice in the begin- 
ning."

Miss Clark on the status of a new news- 
letter, which -will be mailed to members 
of, the Elk Grove" Village business com- 
munity next week.

For the past 13 years Mr. and Mrs. 


John Keyzer of Rolling Meadows packed 
up their camping trailer and loaded the 
kids into the car for summer vacation.

their vacation without worrying about 
gas. Last year they camped in Florida 
and getting gas was no problem. 


"We have been giving it a lot of 


thought," said Keyzer. "We want to go to 
California but now it looks like it's out of 
the question. I guess we'll have to wait 
and see what the gas situation's going to 
be." 


The Keyzers were browsing at the 


gleaming campers, trailers and motor 
homes at the sixth annual Camping and 
Travel Show at the Arlington Park Race 
Track yesterday. 


Dealers there know they won't be sell- 


ing as much of their wares as they did 
last year at the show. The people are 
nervous about getting gas, they said. 


BILL KERVIN, president of the Chi- 


cagoland Recreation 
Vehicle Dealers 


Assn., which is sponsoring the show, esti- 
mates a drop of 15 to 20 per cent on sales 
at the show this week. 


"John Q. Public is sure he is being 


had," said Kervin of the gasoline short- 
age. ''The people are irritable and it's 
going to take some time to not be frantic 
about gas." Kervin added the people are, 
becoming skeptical of whether there is a 
gasoline shortage. 


Along with the decrease in sales, the 


dealers at the show are expecting a 
smaller crowd this year. Kervin esti- 
mated that 43,000 persons at most will 
attend, which is about a 30 per cent de- 
crease from last's year attendance of 
65,000. 


Ernest Andres, who came to the show 


from Twin Lakes, Wis., was thinking of 
buying a motor home. "With the gas 
shortage I wouldn't even consider it." he 
said. 


Other persons were more optimistic 


about their vacations. Some said they 
thought the gas shortage will cease by 
summer and some are considering tak- 
ing shorter trips. 


"We love camping too much to give it 


up," said Mrs. Len Johnson of Stream- 
wood. "Even if we go 10 miles it would 
still be away from home."

summer and made short trips within Illi- 
nois. They take their three children and 
their dog along. 


Ralph Evans of Rolling Meadows was 


planning to go to West Virginia this sum- 
mer. He and his wife go camping on 
their vacations, but this year their plans 
are changing. 


"Last year we went down to Louisiana, 


South Dakota and Kentucky," he said. 
This year the family will limit their trav- 
eling to "a couple hundred miles" from 
the Chicago area. 


Because people are wary of the gas 


shortage, the dealers are feeling the 
pinch in sales and many manufacturers 
of recreational vehicles have slowed 
down production or have shut down en- 
tirely. 


"The dealers got scared during the 


gasoline talk and quit ordering the ve- 
hicles," said Kervin. "They're not going 
to have a stockpile of more than three 
months." 


WHEN DEALERS stopped 
ordering, 


the manufacturers stopped productions, 
said Kervin. Along with business mis- 
management, which often occurs when a 
store manager orders too much or can't 
sell enough, the recreational vehicle in- 
dustry is faced with problems. 


"But I'll bet cold hard cash that we're 


going to have a shortage of vehicles," 
Kervin said. 
"Everything has 
been 


against the economy. People may get in- 
come taxes back or something and be 
able to buy. People want to go out." 


Warren Johnson of the Northwest Rec- 


reational Vehicle Center in Elk Grove 
Village said he was selling 40 per cent 
less than he did last year at this time. 


"There are less buying but they're 


paying more than they have before," 
Johnson said. ''People shop around more 
— from six months to a year and there's 
no impulse buying." 


AT THE SHOW, Johnson stood by an 


elaborate motor home with a price tag of 
$15,000. "There has been a fantastic 
price increase on these," he said, point- 
ing to the vehicle. 


About two or three persons commented 


on the gas shortage to salesman Clar- 
ence Kutschke of Riteway Trailer Sales 
Corp. in South Holland. "Not many 
people say much about it but you can tell 
it's on their minds." 


He mentioned that sales were down, 


b u t declined 
to mention numbers. 


Kutschke did manage to sell the $9,500 
two-bedroom, split level vehicle on dis- 
play. Known as a "fifth wheeler," the 
unit, ranges from 21 to 35 feet long, and 
is attached to a truck. 


Campers and small trailers are selling 


faster in the market. Dealers said the 
costs and convenience of these recrea- 
tional units are the desirable features. 


"We sold 19 units so far," said John 


Hersey on Monday. Hershey is a sales- 
man for a line of trailers and said he 
expects more than 50 units during the 
week of the show. 


The trailers cost from $3,000 to $4,000 


depending on features. "Another thing 
people like about these is that it only 
cuts down about a mile per gallon," said 
Hershey. 


SMALL CAMPERS, enough for four to 


six persons, are less expensive and take 
minutes to set up. 


"You can't deny people their recrea- 


tion," said Harry Schlage of the Easy 
Camping Store in Mayvvood. 


"People think that in order to have 


good camping they have to go far," he 
said. "They don't realize that places 
nearby are just as good as those far 
away." 


Though some people are worrying 


about the gas supplies, the dealers are 
encouraging people to go out and travel, 
but closer to home. 


The 
Recreational 
Vehicle Industry 


Council has issued a folder on how it is 
going to confront the fuel shortage. 


The council is encouraging the esti- 


mated 20 million users of recreational 
vehicles in the country to travel, but to 
travel at slower speeds in order to save 
on mileage and to stay closer to home. 


GOING ON A trip may actually help a 


family to save money the family mem- 
bers would normally have spent on light, 
gas, electricity, food and other expenses, 
the council said.

Village may expand dial-a-ride bus 


During its first week of operation the 


Elk Grove Village's dial-a-ride bus ser- 
vice has been in such demand that offi- 
cials are considering expanding it. 


At Tuesday's'board session Trustee Ed 


Kenna suggested dropping a scheduled 
commuter bus no one is riding to the 
Wood Dale train station and expanding 
the weekday dial-a-ride service to eve- 
nings and weekends. 


His suggestions came on the heels of an 


operations report from Trustee Nanci 
Vanderweel, transportation committee 
chairman. 


MRS. VANDERWEEL told the board the 
commuter bus to Wood Dale has had no 
customers in contrast to the Arlington 
Heights train station bus which has aver- 
aged at least nine a day. 


Buses carry 12 passengers. 
"In contrast, the dial-a-ride service re- 


ceived over 20 calls for rides in its first 
hour of operation and residents have 
shown increased interest." 


Mrs. 
Vanderweel said at present the 


dial-a-ridc service operates between 8 
a.m. and 5 p.m., Students have been call- 
ing for bus rides to the library and cross- 
town to babysitting jobs. Other reisents 
have been using the transportation to 
commercial and residential areas, she 
added. 


"We received exactly one complaint 


about the dial-a-ride service and that 
was that it took one woman almost an 


hour to get through to the 437-3769 call 
number," said Mrs. Vanderweel. "That 
kind o£ complaint pleased me. We can 
always add a telephone line and it shows 
people want to have an in town bus," she 
said. 
) Cost one way for the dial-a-ride service 
is 25 cents. 


KENNA SAID "Let's expand the ser- 


vice that is selling. Let's put the money 
we are spending on the driver and bus 
for the Wood Dale station to work on the 
dial-a-ride service." 


The board decided to review the sug- 


gestions in committee noting that the 
commuter and dial-a-ride services are on 


trial to determine which service is most 
used. 


Mrs. Vanderweel said she wants resi-

An ad hoc committee to study the 


problem of discipline on Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dlst. 15 school buses is being 
formed.

For the past 13 years Mr. and Mrs. 


John Keyzer of Rolling Meadows packed 
up their camping trailer and loaded the 
kids into the car for summer vacation. 
But not this year. 


They were planning to go to California, 


but because of the lack of gas, the Key- 
zers are thinking of other ways to take 
their vacation without worrying about 
gas. Last year .they camped in Florida 
and getting gas was no problem. 


"We have been giving it a lot of 


thought," said Keyzer. "We want to go to 
California but now It looks like it's out of 
the question. I guess we'll have to wait 
and see what the gas situation's going to 
be." 


The Keyzers were browsing at the 


gleaming campers, trailers and motor 
homes at the sixth annual Camping and 
Travel Show at the Arlington Park Race 
Track yesterday. 


Dealers there know they won't be sell- 


ing as much of their wares as they did 
last year at the show. The people are 
nervous about getting gas, they said. 


BILL KERVIN, president of the Chi- 


cagoland Recreation Vehicle Dealers 
Assn., which is sponsoring the Show, esti- 
mates a drop of 15 to 20 per cent on sales 
at the show this week. 


"John Q. Public is sure he is being 


had," said Kervin of the gasoline short- 
age. ''The people are irritable and it's 
going to take some time to not be frantic 
about gas." Kervin added the people are 
becoming skeptical of whether there is a 
gasoline shortage. 


Along with the decrease in sales, the 


dealers at the show are expecting a 
smaller crowd this year. Kervin esti- 
mated that 43,000 persons at most will 
attend, which is about a 30 per cent de- 
crease from last's year attendance of 
65,000. 


Ernest Andres, who came to the show 


from Twin Lakes, Wis., was thinking of 
buying a motor home. "With the gas 
shortage I wouldn't even consider it." he 
said. 


Other persons were more optimistic 


about their vacations. Some said tiiey 
thought the gas shortage wililjpease by 
summer and some are considering tak- 
ing shorter .trips. 


"We love camping too much to give it 


up," said Mrs. Len Johnson of Stream- 
wood. "Even if we go 10 miles it would 
still be away from home."

summer and made short trips within Illi- 
nois. They take their three children and 
their dog along. 


Ralph Evans of Rolling Meadows was 


planning to go to West Virginia this sum- 
mer. He and his wife go camping on 
their vacations, but this year their plans 
are changing. 


"Last year we went down to Louisiana, 


South Dakota and Kentucky," he said. 
This year the family will limit their trav- 
eling to "a couple hundred miles" from 
the Chicago area. 


Because people are wary of the gas 


shortage, the dealers are feeling the 
pinch in sales and many manufacturers 
of recreational vehicles have slowed 
down production or have shut down en- 
tirely. 


"The dealers got scared during the 


gasoline talk and quit ordering the ve- 
hicles," said Kervin. "They're not going 
to have a stockpile of more than three 
months." 


WHEN DEALERS stopped ordering, 


the manufacturers stopped productions, 
said Kervin. Along with business mis- 
management, which often occurs when a 
store manager orders too much or can't 
sell enough, the recreational vehicle in- 
dustry is faced with problems, 


"But I'll bet cold hard cash that we're 


going to have a shortage of vehicles," 
Kervin said. "Everything 
has been 


against the economy. People may get in- 
come taxes back or something and be 
able to buy. People want to go out." 


Warren Johnson of the Northwest Rec- 


reational Vehicle Center in Elk Grove 
Village said he was selling 40 per cent 
less than he did last year at this time. 


"There are less buying but they're 


paying more than they have before," 
Johnson said. ''People shop around more 
— from six months to a year and there's 
no impulse buying." 


AT THE SHOW, Johnson stood by an 


elaborate motor home with a price tag of 
$15,000. "There has been a fantastic 
price increase on these," he said, point- 
ing to the vehicle. 


About two or three persons commented 


on the gas shortage to salesman Clar- 
ence Kutschke of Riteway Trailer Sales 
Corp. in South Holland. "Not many 
people say much about it but you can tell 
it's on their minds." 


He mentioned that sales were down, 


b u t declined to mention numbers. 
Kutschke did manage to sell the $9,500 
two-bedroom, split level vehicle on dis- 
play. Known as a "fifth wheeler," the 
unit, ranges from 21 to 35 feet long, and 
is attached to a truck. 


Campers and small trailers are selling 


faster in the market. Dealers said the 
costs and convenience of these recrea- 
tional units are the desirable features. 


"We sold 19 units so far," said John 


Hersey on Monday. Hershey is a sales- 
man for a line of trailers and said he 
expects more than 50 units during the 
week of the show. 


The trailers cost from $3,000 to $4,000 


depending on features. "Another thing 
people like about these is that it only 
cuts down about a mile per gallon," said 
Hershey. 


SMALL CAMPERS, enough for four to 


six persons, are less expensive and take 
minutes to set up. 


"You can't deny people their recrea- 


tion," said Harry Schlage of the Easy 
Camping Store in Maywood. 


"People think that in order to have 


good camping they have to go far," he 
said. "They don't realize that places 
nearby are just as good as those far 
away." 


Though some people are worrying 


about the gas supplies, the dealers are 
encouraging people to go out and travel, 
but closer to home. 


The Recreational Vehicle Industry 


Council has issued a folder on how it is 
going to confront the fuel shortage. 


The council is encouraging the esti- 


mated 20 million users of recreational 
vehicles in the country to travel, but to 
travel at slower speeds hi order to save 
on mileage and to stay closer to home. 


GOING ON A trip may actually help a 


family to save money the family mem- 
bers would normally have spent on light, 
gas, electricity, food and other expenses, 
the council said. 


Some of the people attending the show 


are newcomers to camping and trav- 
eling. Others there were like the William 
Hollands of Fox Lake who travel each 
year by camper. 


"We go to the West coast, Colorado, 


and across the country," said Holland. 
Holland and his wife plan to move to Cal- 
ifornia but would have planned to travel 
less far this summer because of the gas 
shortage. 


For those who are counting on a camp- 


ing trip this year, there are more than 
23,000 campsites within 100 miles of Chi- 
cago. It doesn't take more than a tankful 
of gasoline to go camping, Kervin said, 
adding he hopes the show, which ends 
Sunday, will convince people to take 
shorter trips.

clude a "complete ban" on public offi- 
cials owning race track stock; awarding 
of racing dates for a three-year period; 
and creation of a professional three-man 
racing board. 


Arlington Park Race Track president 


Jack Loome could not be reached for 
comment on the new proposals. How- 
ever, he endorsed a similar bill to allow 
Sunday racing last year, saying horse 
racing was not unlike other professional 
sports such as baseball and football. 


The report was the result of a year- 


long study, headed by Charles Siragusa, 
executive director of the investigating 
commission. 


Present regulations ban horse races on 


Sundays and limit the racing season to 
spring, summer and fall. 


THE REPORT recommended tracks 


be given dates over three years Tracks 
are now awarded the dates yearly for the 
upcoming season.

feed left by forest preserve personnel. 
Otherwise, the rest of the herd would 
tend to run off once the rounding up be- 
gan, according to Mattson. 


HOW DO YOU MOVE a herd of wild 


elk? 


"We'll tranquilize them and then load 


them on trucks for the short trip down 
the street," said Mattson. The whole 
move shouldn't take longer than an hour 
or so," he added. 


Two of the herd, one of which is part of 


what Mattson described as the "old herd 
strain," will be shipped to an Indiana 
state park sometime next week. 


Another member of the herd which has 


been running loose since last year is still 
running free. The 2-year-old male was 
sighted by several motorists on Higgins 
and Arlington Heights roads earlier this 
year, but is now deep within the pre- 
serve, according to Mattson. The elk has 
successfully managed to elude forest pre- 
serve and zoo personnel trying to capture 
it and is becoming smarter with each day 
of freedom, he said.

Nicholas Phillips, county zoning board 


employe indicted in the Wheeling shake- 
down scandal, has been identified by a 
key government witness as the bagman 
who collected 
$50,000 extorted 
from 


Wickes Inc., in 1971 at a North Side Chi- 
cago hotel. 


The witness picked Phillips' photo- 


graph from several others last Decem- 
ber, ending an intensive search for the 
suspected bagman less than two months 
before Phillips and five others were in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury. 


The payoff allegedly took place Dec. 


30, 1971, at the Lake Shore Drive Holiday 
Inn, 644 N. Lake Shore Dr , according to 
information contained in defense motions 
filed in U. S. District Court by Phillips' 
attorney, Louis Carbonaro. 


IN THE MOTIONS, Carbonaro asked 


federal prosecutors to reveal the identity 
of the witness, which has been a closely 
kept secret since the $50,000 payoff was 
d i s c o v e r e d late last year by in- 
vestigators. 


He also asked U. S. District Court 


Judge Prentice Marshall to throw out 
evidence of Phillips' identification by the 
witness, which he said "was induced by 
the actions of the (federal) agents" in 
violation of his client's constitutional 
rights. 


Carbonaro said Phillips, 410 W. Marion 


-St., Prospect Heights, was photographed 
Dec. 2 against his will after he was sub- 
poenaed by a special grand jury in- 
vestigating corruption in Wheeling vil- 
lage government. The photograph was 
then compared to photos of other persons 
by the prosecution witness, who identi- 
fied Phillips. 


The other persons photographed, Car- 


bonaro charged, were "not dressed in 
similar fashion to the defendant or of 
similar age, color of hair, height, weight, 
build or general description." 


The defense motions also revealed that 


the U. S. attorney has records that tele- 
phone calls were made between the 
phones of Phillips and his cousin, James 
Stavros, 
former 
Wheeling 
Township 


Democratic committeeman also indicted 
by the grand jury Jan. 31. 


STAVROS, 3705 Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, has been a behind-the-scenes in- 
fluence in Wheeling village government 
for almost a decade. He faces a total of 
10 counts of extortion and conspiracy in 
alleged shakedowns of developers seek- 
ing zoning and building permits in Wheel- 
ing. 


Stavros was not named in either of the 


t w o extortion indictments 
involving 


Wickes. 


According to Carbonaro, the U. S. At- 


torney's Office plans to submit the tele- 
phone records as evidence in the case 
against Phillips and Ira Colitz, a former 
county zoning board member charged 
with aiding Phillips in the alleged shake- 
down of Wickes. 


Assistant U. S. Atty. Steven Kadison 


acknowledged 
the 
existence 
of 
the 


records, which he said "show a relation- 
ship" between Stavros and Phillips. 
Kadison said, however, that "we have no 
evidence against Stavros in this case." 


The Herald has learned that records of 


calls made from telephones of key sus- 
pects and others in the Wickes case pro- 
vided important leads in tracking down 
persons 
involved 
in the 
shakedown 


scheme. 


INFORMATION ABOUT the $50,000 


payoff apparently was turned up late in 
the investigation, which started more 
than a year ago. 


Rumors that certain village officials 


were given truckloads of free furniture 
by the company at the time zoning was 
approved circulated in the community for 
more than a year. Information on the fur- 
niture deliveries was given to federal in- 
vestigators early in the probe by The 
Herald. 


Through company records, the deliv- 


eries were traced from a Wickes ware- 
house in West Allis, Wis., to the homes of 
two indicted village officials, former 
trustee Michael Valenza and Building 
Dir. William Bieber. 


Bieber was charged with extortion, 


ronsoiracy and perjury in the alleged 
furniture shakedown. Valenza, also ac- 
cused of receiving extorted furniture, 
pleaded guilty Feb. 28 to one conspiracy 
count after the U. S. Attorney's Office 
agreed to drop a second count of ex- 
tortion. 


There has been no indication of any 


connection between the Bieber-Valenza 
indictment and the Phillips-Colitz in- 
dictment. Bieber, Phillips and Colitz 
have pleaded innocent. 


TRIAL DATE FOR the Phillips-Colitz 


case has been scheduled for May 6. 
Judge Marshall is scheduled to rule 
shortly before the trial on the motion to 
throw out the photograph identification. 


The Phillips defense motions came af- 


ter a pretrial conference among Carbo- 
naro and the prosecutors, Kadison and 
Assistant U 
S. Atty. Howard Stone. 


Judge Marshall is expected to decide 
which defense requests for additional in- 
formation must be answered by the gov- 
ernment. 


In addition to the identity of the gov- 


ernment's key witness, Carbonaro has 
asked for records from the Chicago law 
firm that represented Wickes before vil- 
lage zoning officials in 1971. He also 
wants to know what happened to the 
$50.000 his client is accused of extorting 
from the company. 


Sources involved in the investigation 


say the government has solid evidence 
tracing the payoff to Phillips, evidence 
apparently provided in part by the secret 
witness. What happened to the money af- 
ter that, sources have indicated, will be 
up to Phftlips to tell. 


Carbonaro said Phillips has appeared 


before the grand jury but the defense at- 
torney declined to comment on his 
client's testimony. Carbonaro also de- 
clined comment when asked if Phillips 
was present at the Holiday Inn on the 
day the alleged payoff was made. 


ALSO TESTIFYING before the grand 


jury have been several key officials of 
Wickes. The decision to make a payoff to 
obtain zoning for the Wickes store, 351 
W. Dundee Bd., Wheeling, was made at 
a high corporate level. The Herald has 
learned. 


The secret witness, however, apparent- 


ly is not a company official. One source 
described him as an "outsider." 


When 
the 
witness 
confronted 
in- 


vestigators with his knowledge of the 
payoff, he had only a description of the 
bagman who picked up the $50,000. He 
described the man as dark, slender, just 
under six feet tall and 30 to 40 years old. 


A r m e d with the description, in- 


vestigators began to scour Wheeling in 
search of known associates of officials 
believed to be involved in the shakedown 
scheme. Apparently, telephone records 
helped trace the bagman to the telephone 
of a county official. 


Phillips was eventually subpoenaed by 


the grand jury and was photographed 
twice for identification purposes, after a 
federal building camera malfunctioned 
the first time. His photograph was then 
shown to the government witness and 
Phillips was identified as the bagman.

Panel to seek to improve 
discipline on school buses 


An ad hoc committee to study the 


problem of discipline on Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dist. 15 school buses is being 
formed. William Colburn. assistant su- 
perintendent for business, told the trans- 
portation committee last night. 


Colburn said the committee would con- 


sist of several school principals, Supt. 
Frank Whiteley, Deputy Supt. Joseph 
Kiszka. several bus drivers, PTA safety 
chairmen and himself. 


The committee is being formed in re- 


sponse to a petition signed by 47 of the 65 
school bus drivers, asking for immediate 
action to improve discipline on buses. 
The drivers said the lack of discipline is 
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causing a safety hazard. 


THE AD HOC committee, as set up, 


will review the problem and make rec- 
ommendations for changes. These rec- 
ommendations will be referred to the 
transportation committee at a later date 
and then sent to the school board for fi- 
nal approval. 


Colburn said he hopes that within 30 


days the ad hoc committee will have de- 
veloped a set of recommendations that 
can be put into effect before June. The 
committee is also expected to work on 
other recommendations that can be put 
into effect in following years. 


Specifically, the committee will: 
• Determine the need for changing 


current procedures. 


• Evaluate student punishments for 


misbehavior on buses and see that pol- 
icies are followed uniformly throughout 
the district. 


• Establish ways of informing stu- 


dents, parents and drivers about safety 
rules and policies on transportation, 


• Check figures to see if discipline 


complaints are more frequent this year 
and discover which bus drivers have 
been having the most discipline prob- 
lems. 


DEPUTY SUPT. Kiszka said that if a 


few bus drivers seem to have more prob- 
lems than others, the committee would 
not only investigate the drivers attempts 
at enforcing discipline, but also the types 
and numbers of students involved.

The gas shortage has caused some to think 
twice about long summer vacations.

For the past 13 years Mr. and Mrs. 


John Keyzer of Rolling Meadows packed 
up their camping trailer and loaded the 
kids into the car for summer vacation. 
But not this year. 


They were planning to go to California, 


but because of the lack of gas, the Key- 
zers are thinking of other ways to take 
their vacation without worrying about 
gas. Last year they camped in Florida 
and getting gas was no problem. 


"We have been giving it a lot of 


thought," said Keyzer. "We want to go to 
California but now it looks like it's out of 
the question. I guess we'll have to wait 
and see what the gas situation's going to 
be." 


The Keyzers were browsing at the 


gleaming campers, trailers and motor 
homes at the sixth annual Camping and 
Travel Show at the Arlington Park Race 
Track yesterday. 


Dealers there know they won't be sell- 


ing as much of their wares as they did 
last year at the show. The people ar« 
nervous about getting gas, they said. 


BILL KERVIN, president of the Chi- 


cagoland Recreation Vehicle Dealers 
Assn., which is sponsoring the show, esti- 
mates a drop of 15 to 20 per cent on sales 
at the show this week. 


"John Q. Public is sure he is being 


had," said Kervin of the gasoline short- 
age. "The people are irritable and it's 
going to take some time to not be frantic 
about gas." Kervin added the people are 
becoming skeptical of whether there is a 
gasoline shortage. 


Along with the decrease in sales, the 


dealers'at the show are expecting a 
smaller crowd this year. Kervin esti- 
mated that 43,000 persons at most will 
attend, which is about a 30 per cent de- 
crease, from last's year attendance of 
65,000, 


Ernest Andres, who came to the show 


from Twin Lakes, Wis., was thinking of 
buying a motor home. "With the gas 
shortage I wouldn't even consider it." he 
said. 


Other persons were more optimistic 


about their vacations. Some said they 
thought the gas shortage will cease by 
summer and some are considering tak- 
ing shorter trips. 


"We love camping too much to give it 


up," said Mrs. Len Johnson of Stream- 
wood. "Even if we go 10 miles it would 
still be away from home." 


THE JOHNSONS bought a camper last

Attendance off, dealers' sales reported down 
from '73 recreational vehicle extravaganza 


summer and made short trips within Illi- 
nois. They take their three children and 
their dog along. 


Ralph Evans of Rolling Meadows was 


planning to go to West Virginia this sum- 
mer. He and his wife go camping on 
their vacations, but this year their plans 
are changing. 


"Last year we went down to Louisiana, 


South Dakota and Kentucky," he said. 
This year the family will limit their trav- 
eling to "a couple hundred miles" from 
the Chicago area. 


Because people are wary' of the gas 


shortage, the dealers are feeling the 
pinch in sales and many manufacturers 
of recreational vehicles have slowed 
down production or have shut down en- 
tirely. 


"The dealers got scared during the 


gasoline talk and quit ordering the ve- 
hicles," said Kervin. "They're hot going 
to have a stockpile of more than three 
months." 


WHEN DEALERS stopped ordering, 


the manufacturers stopped productions, 
said Kervin. Along with business mis- 
management, which often occurs when a 
store manager orders too much or can't 
sell enough, the recreational vehicle in- 
dustry is faced with problems. 


"But I'll bet cold hard cash that we're 


going to have a shortage of vehicles," 
Kervin said. "Everything has been 
against the economy. People may get in- 
come taxes back or something and be 
able to buy. People want to go out." 


Warren Johnson of the Northwest Rec- 


reational Vehicle Center in Elk Grove 
Village said he was selling 40 per cent 
less than he did last year at this time. 


"There are less buying but they're 


paying more than they have before," 
Johnson said. ''People shop around more 
— from six months to a year and there's 
no impulse buying." 


AT THE SHOW, Johnson stood by an 


elaborate motor home with a price tag of 
$15,000. "There has been a fantastic 
price increase on these," he said, point- 
ing to the vehicle. 


About two or three persons commented 


on the gas shortage to salesman Clar- 
ence Kutschke of Riteway Trailer Sales 
Corp. in South Holland. "Not many 
people say much about it but you can tell 
it's on their minds." 


He mentioned that sales were down, 


b u t declined 
to mention numbers. 


Kutschke did manage to sell the $9,500 
two-bedroom, split level vehicle on dis- 
play. Known as a "fifth wheeler," the 
unit, ranges from 21 to 35 feet long, and 
is attached to a truck. 


Campers and small trailers are selling 


faster in the market. Dealers said the 
costs and convenience of these recrea- 
tional units are the desirable features. 


"We sold 19 units so far," said John 


Hersey on Monday. Hershey is a sales- 
man for a line of trailers and said he 
expects more than 50 units during the 
week of the show. 


The trailers cost from $3,000 to $4,000 


depending on features. "Another thing 
people like about these is that it only 
cuts down about a mile per gallon," said 
Hershey. 


SMALL CAMPERS, enough for four to 


six persons, are less expensive and take 
minutes to set up. 


"You can't deny people their recrea- 


tion," said Harry Schlage of the Easy 
Camping Store in Maywood. 


"People think that in order to have 


good camping they have to go far," he 
said. "They don't realize that places 
nearby are just as good as those far 
away." 


Though some people are worrying 


about the gas supplies, the dealers are 
encouraging people to go out and travel, 
but closer to home. 


The Recreational 
Vehicle 
Industry 


Council has issued a folder on how it is 
going to confront the fuel shortage. 


The council is encouraging the esti- 


mated 20 million users of recreational 
vehicles in the country to travel, but to 
travel at slower speeds in order to save 
on mileage and to stay closer to home. 


GOING ON A trip may actually help a 


family to save money the family mem- 
bers would normally have spent on light, 
gas, electricity, food and other expenses, 
the council said. 


Some of the people attending the show 


are newcomers to camping and trav- 
eling. Others there were like the William 
Hollands of Fox Lake who travel each 
year by camper. 


"We go to the West coast, Colorado, 


and across the country," said Holland. 
Holland and his wife plan to move to Cal- 
ifornia but would have planned to travel 
less far this summer because of the gas 
shortage. 


For those who are counting on a camp- 


ing trip this year, there are more than 
23,000 campsites within 100 miles of Chi- 
cago. It doesn't take more than a tankful 
of gasoline to go camping, Kervin said, 
adding he hopes the show, which ends 
Sunday, will convince people to take 
shorter trips.

An overhauling of the state horse rac- 


ing system, including the allowing of 
Sunday and year-round racing, was pro- 
posed Wednesday by the Illinois Legisla- 
tive Investigating Commission. 


The proposed sweeping changes in- 


clude a "complete ban" on public offi- 
cials owning race track stock; awarding 
o£ racing dates for a three-year period; 
and creation of a professional three-man 
racing board. 


Arlington Park Race Track president 


Jack Loome could not be reached for 
comment on the new proposals. How- 
ever, he endorsed a similar bill to allow 
Sunday racing last year, saying horse 
racing was not unlike other professional 
sports such as baseball and football. 


The report was the result of a year- 


long study, headed by Charles Siragusa, 
executive director of the investigating 
commission. 


Present regulations ban horse races on 


Sundays and limit the racing season to 
spring, summer and fall. 


THE REPORT recommended tracks 


be given dates over three years. Tracks 
are now awarded the dates yearly for the 
upcoming season.

state monies are involved in the project, 
which may cause some delays, depend- 


ing on the release of funds. 


Mattson said the herd probably won't 


be moved until cold weather sets in this 
November and the herd moves in to take 
feed left by forest preserve personnel. 
Otherwise, the rest of the herd would 
tend to run off once the rounding up be- 
gan, according to Mattson. 


HOW DO YOU MOVE a herd of wild 


elk? 


"We'll tranquilize them and then load\ 


them on trucks'for the short trip down 
the street," said Mattson. The whole 
move shouldn't take longer than an hour 
or so," he added. 


Two of the herd, one of which is part of 


what Mattson described as the "old herd 
strain," will be shipped to an Indiana 
state park sometime next week. 


Another member of the herd which has 


been running loose since last year is still 
running free. The 2-year-old male was 
sighted by several motorists on Higgins 
and Arlington Heights roads earlier this 
year, but is now deep within the pre- 
serve, according to Mattson. The elk has 
successfully managed to elude forest pre- 
serve and zoo personnel trying to capture 
it and is becoming smarter with each day 
of freedom, he said.

Nicholas Phillips, county zoning board 


employe indicted in the Wheeling shake- 
down scandal, has been identified by a 
key government witness as the bagman 
who 
collected 
$50,000 extorted 
from 


Wickes Inc., in 1971 at a North Side Chi- 
cago hotel. 


The witness picked Phillips' photo- 


graph from several others last Decem- 
ber, ending an intensive search for the 
suspected bagman less than two months 
before Phillips and five others were in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury. 


The payoff allegedly took place Dec. 


30, 1971, at the Lake Shore Drive Holiday 
Inn, 644 N. Lake Shore Dr., according to 
information contained in defense motions 
filed in U. S.. District Court by Phillips' 
attorney, Louis Carbonaro. 


IN THE MOTIONS, Carbonaro asked 


federal prosecutors to reveal the identity 
of the witness, which has been a closely 
kept secret since the $50,000 payoff was 
d i s c o v e r e d late last year by in- 
vestigators. 


He also asked U. S. District Court 


Judge Prentice Marshall to throw out 
evidence of Phillips' identification by the 
witness, which he said "was induced by 
the actions of the (federal) agents" in 
violation of his client's 
constitutional 


rights. 


Carbonaro said Phillips, 410 W. Marion 


St., Prospect Heights, was photographed 
Dec. 2 against his will after he was sub- 
poenaed by a special grand jury in- 
vestigating corruption in Wheeling vil- 
lage government. The photograph was 
then compared to photos of other persons 
by the prosecution witness, who identi- 
fied Phillips. 


The other persons photographed, Car- 


bonaro charged, were "not dressed in 
similar fashion to the defendant or of 
similar age, color of hair, height, weight, 
build or general description." 


The defense motions also revealed that- 


the U. S. attorney has records that tele- 
phone calls were made between the 
phones of Phillips and his cousin, James 
Stavros,

Democratic committeeman also indicted 
by the grand jury Jan. 31. 


STAVROS, 3705 Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, has been a behind-the-scenes in- 
fluence in Wheeling village government 
for almost a decade. He faces a total of 
10 counts of extortion and conspiracy in 
alleged shakedowns of developers seek- 
ing zoning and building permits in Wheel- 
ing. 


Stavros was not named in either of the 


t w o 
extortion 
indictments 
involving 


Wickes. 


According to Carbonaro, the U. S. At- 


torney's Office plans to submit the tele- 
phone records as evidence in the case 
against Phillips and Ira Colitz, a former 
county zoning board member charged 
with aiding Phillips in the alleged shake- 
down of Wickes. 


Assistant U. S. Atty. Steven Kadison 


acknowledged 
the 
existence 
of 
the 


records, which he said "show a relation- 
ship" between 
Stavros 
and Phillips. 


Kadison said, however, that "we have no 
evidence against Stavros in this case." 


The Herald has learned that records of 


calls made from telephones of key sus- 
pects and others in the Wickes case pro- 
vided important leads in tracking down 
persons 
involved 
in the shakedown 


scheme. 


INFORMATION ABOUT the $50,000 


payoff apparently was turned up late in 
the investigation, which started more 
than a year ago. 


Rumors that certain village officials 


were given truckloads of free furniture 
by the company at the time zoning was 
approved circulated in the community for 
more than a year. Information on the fur- 
niture deliveries was given to federal in- 
vestigators early in the probe by The 
Herald. 


Through company records, the deliv- 


eries were traced from a Wickes ware- 
house in West Allis, Wis., to the homes of 
two indicted village officials, former 
trustee Michael Valenza and Building 
Dir. William Bieber. 


Bieber was charged with extortion, 


consoiracy and perjury in the alleged 
furniture shakedown. Valenza, also ac- 
cused of receiving extorted 
furniture, 


pleaded guilty Feb. 28 to one conspiracy 
count after the U. S. Attorney's Office 
agreed to drop a second count of ex- 
tortion. 


There has been no indication of any 


connection between the Bieber-Valenza 
indictment and the Phillips-Colitz in- 
dictment. Bieber, Phillips 
and Colitz 


have pleaded innocent. 


TRIAL DATE FOR the Phillips-Colitz 


case has been scheduled for May 6. 
Judge Marshall is scheduled to rule 
shortly before the trial on the motion to 
throw out the photograph identification. 


The Phillips defense motions came af- 


ter a pretrial conference among Carbo- 
naro and the prosecutors, Kadison and 
Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard Stone. 
Judge Marshall is expected to decide 
which defense requests for additional in- 
formation must be answered by the gov- 
ernment. 


In addition to the identity of the gov- 


ernment's key witness, Carbonaro has 
asked for records from the Chicago law 
firm that represented Wickes before vil- 
lage zoning officials in 1971. He also 
wants to know what happened to the 
$50,000 his client is accused of extorting 
from the company. 


Sources involved in the investigation 


say the government has solid evidence 
tracing the payoff to Phillips, evidence 
apparently provided in part by the secret 
witness. What happened to the money af- 
ter that, sources have indicated, will be 
up to Phftlips to tell. 


Carbonaro said Phillips has appeared 


before the grand jury but the defense at- 
torney declined 
to comment on his 


client's testimony. Carbonaro also de- 
clined comment when asked if Phillips 
was present at the Holiday Inn on the 
day the alleged payoff was made. 


ALSO TESTIFYING before the grand 


jury have been several key officials of 
Wickes. The decision to make a payoff to 
obtain zoning for the Wickes store, 351 
W. Dundee Ed., Wheeling, was made at 
a high corporate level, The Herald has 
learned. 


The secret witness, however, apparent- 


ly is not a company official. One source 
described him as an "outsider." 


When 
the 
witness 
confronted 
in- 


vestigators with his knowledge of the 
payoff, he had only a description of the 
bagman who picked up the $50,000. He 
described the man as dark, slender, just 
under six feet tall and 30 to 40 years old. 


A r m e d with the description, in- 


vestigators began to scour Wheeling in 
search of known associates of officials 
believed to be involved in the shakedown 
scheme. Apparently, telephone records 
helped trace the bagman to the telephone 
of a county official. 


Phillips was eventually subpoenaed by 


the grand jury and was photographed 
twice for identification purposes, after a 
federal building camera malfunctioned 
the first time. His photograph was then 
shown to the government witness and 
Phillips was identified as the bagman.

"I didn't really think about it. I was 


just thinking about stopping the cab," 
said Marine Pvt. James T. Beck. 


Beck, 19, of 2315 Olive, Arlington 


Heights, interrupted his leave from 
Camp Lejeune, N.C., Tuesday night to 
stop a runaway car before it crashed into 
a building In Harwood Heights. 


"I was driving down Montrose when 


this cab turned left In front of me. A 
woman was leaning out the window yel- 
ling and I could see there wasn't a driv- 
er." Beck said. 


Deborah Pagnl, Chicago, had just en- 


tered the cab driven by James Russell 
when she got "a funny feeling." 


MLss Pagnl said, "I had just told hm 


the address and I got a funny feeling. 
The driver was super quiet and you know 
cab drivers usually talk a lot. I looked at 
him and I could see he was having a 
heart attack," 


Russell was struggling for breath and 


trying to control the cab, she said. "I 
knew something was wrong but there 
was nothing I could do. I was afraid to 
jump Into the front seat. The only ting to 
do was jump out, so I did," she said, 


"THE LADY JUMPED out and she 


was screaming that the driver had had a 
heart attack. So I stopped my car and 
ran after it," Beck said, 


"I was running behind the cab and the 


guy was chasing it. He caught it In time. 
He jumped in and stopped it before it hit 
the building," Miss Pagnl said. 


Beck, a former member of the swim- 


ming team at Maine East High School, 
chased the cab as It headed for a brick 
apartment building. It took him about 30 
yards to catch the cab which was trav- 
eling driverless at 10 to 15 miles per 
hour, according to MLss Pagni. 


"I got In and stepped on the brakes I 


looked at the driver first and then called 
in on the cab's radio," Beck said. 


Beck stopped the cab two feet from the 


brick wall. 


"I saw he stopped it okay, so I ran to a 


restaurant and called an ambulance for 
the driver," Miss Pagni said. 


RUS5ELL.45. of River Grove, was tak- 


en to Resurrection Hospital for treat- 
ment and tests. He was listed in good 
condition. 


"I'll tell you I was scared. It's terrible 


knowing there's something wrong and 
you can't help. When I was In the car 
and yelling out the window I could see 
people were concerned but they couldn't 
do anything.

A teenage girl lies in a ditch, uncon- 


scious, her pulse barely beating — 
apparently the victim of a drug over- 
dose. 


The day before, she had been sent 


home from her high school on "suspi- 
cion" of drug usage, but her mother re- 
fused to believe she had indulged in drug 
activities, saying the girl's medication 
must have been responsible. 


That is one of the problems authorities 


face in curbing drug abuse — the reluc- 
tance of parents to accept the fact that 
their children might be involved in the 
drug culture. 


Authorities placed most of the respon- 


sibility for drug prevention on the par- 
ents and said parents must learn about 
drugs and become concerned about situ- 
ations that might eventually involve

them and their children, in the future, 


HOWEVER, MANY parents aren't able 


to recognize drug abuse in their own 
home or become actively concerned until 
it's too late — when their child overdoses 
on drugs, 'authorities said. 


Michael Mulcahy, police consultant for 


Conant High School, said, "If you get the 
parents to realize it, you have half the 
battle won." 


Schaumburg Police Chief Martin Con- 


roy said, "Many times while the kid is 
living in the home, it (drugs).is right 
under their noses," 


"The responsibility lies in the family 


not .the school, In many cases it's the 
family (problems) that's causing it," 
said Larry Walker, director of youth ser- 
vices for Schaumburg Township. "It is 
the family's job to recognize it and come 
to grips with the problem that is causing 
drug usage." 


Joe Rinella, police consultant at Hoff- 


man Estates High School, said, "Most 
parents are concerned. Unfortunately, 
not many parents are informed, and 
some misinformed." 


HE ADDED THAT some parents try to 


understand 'the drug situation, but are 
held back by misconceptions such as 
marijuana being as bad as heroin. "It 
(marijuana) is not because even the 
state law reflects that."

Police report 100 patrons were safely 


evacuated from the theater after two ex- 


plosions went off seconds apart at 10:10 
p.m. Damage was estimated at $1,000. 


THE EXPLOSIONS, believed to have 


been caused by two cans of lighter fluid 
found at the scene, were followed by 
flames which spread along the back 
stage area to backdrop and curtains. 
Boxes and rubbish were also found which 
appeared to have been deliberately 
stacked in the backstage area. 


The incident was the second arson at- 


tempt this week. On Monday night, caps 
removed from a gas meter at the theater 
caused gas to leak and a lighted cigaret 
was discovered nearby, 


"It was business as usual" yesterday, 


said Edward Seguin, spokesman for ABC 
Great States Theatres, owners of the lo- 
cal film house.

'Clown' spurs election law probe here

An apparent "clown" in the Cook 


County clerk's office spurred a state's 
attorney's investigation of possible ele- 
ction 
law violations in Schaumburg 


Township. 


No vlolatons were found, and the books 


now are closed on what State Rep. Don- 
ald Totten, R-Hoffman Estates, township 
Republican commltteeman. at first sus- 
pected was an attempt to bribe election 
judges. 


Totten learned Feb. 21 that some Re- 


pubUcan judges for the March 19 prima- 
ry election were receiving phone calls 
from a person who wished to deliver 
"free gifts." The caller did not identify 
himself, said Totten, who planned to ar- 
range for at least one judge to accept a 
gift to learn who was the benefactor. 


AS OF FEB. 21. only three judges had 


received the offer, and all had turned it 
down, said Totten. Two days later, anoth- 
er judge reported a similar call. 


The Information was "very indefinite," 


said Totten, but the caller did make a 
point of the fact he was contacting only 
election judges. The "gift" was to be de- 
livered March 15. said Totten. 


By that time, Totten had discussed the 


m a t t e r with other township com- 


mitteemen in the suburbs. None of them 
had received reports on any such calls, 
said Totten. 


However, in checking with the county 


election department, The Herald learned 
there had been inquiries from other parts 
of the county about similar calls. 


STATE'S ATTY. Bernard Carey prom- 


ised to "look into" the phone calls. Carey 
emphasized he was "not calling any 
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fraud at this time," adding he had "no 
ideas until I find out what it is." He as- 
signed the investgiation to Sheldon Gard- 
ner, chief of the civil division, and Rich- 
ard Means, an assistant state's attorney 
in that division. 


While Means and Gardner agreed it 


was "possible there is a criminal viola- 
tion here," Gardner also said he sus- 
pected "there may be some misunder- 
standing." 


And with his investigation concluded 


yesterday, Means did,label the question- 
able phone calls a "misunderstanding," 
not election fraud. 


Before each election, the-clerk's office 


contacts judges in every voting precinct 
in Cook County. Materials to conduct 
elections must be delivered to each pre- 
cinct, and it would be physically impos- 
sible to deliver them all to polling places 
on election day. They are dropped at the 
homes of one election judge, per precinct 
a few days before the election. The elec- 
tion code specifies the Friday before, 
which is March 15 this1 year. To schedule 
the deliveries, employes of the clerk's 
election department telephone judges to 
ask if they are willing to accept the ma-

say the'drug market is "drying up" 
and attribute it to recent drug raids. 


That is what members of the Met- 


ropolitan , Enforcement Group have 
been waiting to hear in their three- 
year fight against drug pushers. The 
largest drug enforcement group in 
Cook County is composed of 25 sher- 
iff's police and police officers from 
26 suburban towns. 


In the SchaumburgrHoffman Es- 


tates area, MEG has arrestedper-:; 
sons ranging in age from 14 to 48 
years old, according to a group lead- 
er for MEG. 


Youngsters, even those in junior 


high school, have heard of MEG. The 
name of MEG has come to mean 
drug enforcement. 


THE GROUP leader said the first 


year MEG was in operation, arrested 
persons asked if MEG agents were 
federal agents or from the Illinois 
Bureau of Investigation, the second 
year those arrested asked if they 
were federal, IBI or MEG agents, 
and the third year, they asked if ar- 
resting ^officers were MEG agents.: 


MEG never really gets involved 


with juveniles unless they are big 
suppliers, but the group leader said 
recently there, have been more 
youngsters under high school age in- 
volved in drug "busts." 


MEG relies a lot on information 


supplied by local policemen before 
embarking on investigations. 


"We're geared to work on the local 


level, bridge the gap between federal 


and local agencies," he said. 


"WE'RE INTERESTED in getting 


dope off the street before it gets to 
there (high school level)," he added. 
"They're scared of us." 


The group leader said MEG seems 


to find more dealers in the transient 
towns with cheap apartments which 
may serve as "crash pads," although 
affluent homes are not exempt. 


"We have seized boats and cars — 


and that takes money to buy," he 
said. 


John Hinchy, director of MEG, 


said the quality and quantity of dan- 
gerous drugs like heroin, cocaine, 
PCP and amphetamines are increas- 
ing in the Northwest suburbs.

PRESENTLY

portation Co. runs commuter buses to 
and from the Roselle Milwaukee Road 
commuter station. Metron does not oper- 
ate in Schaumburg at the present time. 


Dietrich and other transportation com- 


mittee members refused to discuss the 
costs of either proposal until the question 
reaches village trustees for a decision. 


Dietrich said transportation committee 


members are also planning to ask the 
Greater Schaumburg Assn. of Commerce 
and Industry and Schaumburg land de- 
velopers to consider cooperating in the 
service.

Assn., which is sponsoring the show, esti- 
mates a drop of 15 to 20 per cent on sales 
at the show this week. 


"John Q. Public is sure he is being 


had," said Kervin of the gasoline short- 
age ''The people are irritable and it's . 
going to take some time to not be frantic 
about gas." Kervin added the people are 
becoming skeptical of whether there is a 
gasoline shortage. 


Along with the decrease in sales, the 


dealers at the show are expecting a 
smaller crowd this year. Kervin esti-

Ex-zoning official named as bagman

Nicholas Phillips, county zoning board 


employe indicted in the Wheeling shake- 
down scandal, has been Identified by a 
key government witness as the bagman 
who collected 
$50,000 extorted from 


Wickes Inc., in 1971 at a North Side Chi- 
cago hotel. 


The witness picked Phillips' photo- 


graph from several others last Decem- 
ber, ending an intensive search for the 
suspected bagman less than two months 
before Phillips and five others were in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury. 


The payoff allegedly took place Dec. 


30. 1971, at the Lake Shore Drive Holiday 
Inn, 6-M N. Lake Shore Dr., according to 
Information contained in defense motions 
filed In f S. District Court by Phillips' 
attorney. Louis Carbonaro. 


IN THE MOTIONS. Carbonaro asked 


federal prosecutors to reveal the Identity 
of the witness, which has been a closely 
kept secret since the $50,000 payoff was 
d i s c o v e r e d late last year by in- 
vestigators, 


He also asked U. S. District Court 


Judge Prentice Marshall to throw out 
evidence of Phillips' identification by the 
svitness. which he said "was induced by 
the actions of the (federal) agents" in 
violation of his client's constitutional 
rights. 


Carbonaro said Phillips, 410 W. Marion 


St.. Prospect Heights, was photographed 
Dec. 2 against his will after he was sub- 
poenaed by a special grand jury in- 
vestigating corruption in Wheeling vil- 
lage government The photograph was 
then compared to photos of other persons 
by the prosecution witness, who identi- 
fied Phillips. 


The other persons photographed, Car- 


bonaro charged, were "not dressed In 
similar fashion to the defendant or of 
similar age, color of hair, height, weight, 
build or general description." 


The defense motions also revealed that 


the U. S. attorney has records that tele- 
phone calls were made between the 
phones of Phillips and his cousin, James 
Stavros, 
former 
Wheeling 
Township 


Democratic committeeman also indicted 
by the grand jury Jan, 31. 


STAVROS, 37n,-, Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, has been a behind-the-scenes in- 
fluence in Wheeling village government 
for almost a decade. He faces a total of 
10 counts of extortion and conspiracy in 
alleged shakedowns of developers seek- 
ing zoning and building permits in Wheel- 
ing. 


Stavros was not named in either of the 


t w o 
extortion indictments 
involving 


Wickes. 


According to Carbonaro, the U. S, At- 


torney's Office plans to submit the tele- 
phone records as evidence in the case 
against Phillips and Ira Colitz, a former 
county zoning board member charged 
with aiding Phillips in the alleged shake- 
down of Wickes. 


Assistant U. S. Atty. Steven Kadison 


acknowledged 
the 
existence 
of 
the 


records, which he said "show a relation- 
shin" between Stavros 
and 
Phillips. 


Kadison said, however, that "we have no 
evidence against Stavros in this case." 


The Herald has learned that records of 


calls made from telephones of key sus- 
pects and others in the Wickes case pro- 
vided important leads in tracking down 
persons 
involved 
in 
the 
shakedown 


scheme. 


INFORMATION ABOUT the $50,000 


payoff apparently was turned up late in 
the investigation, which started more 
than a year ago. 


Rumors that certain village officials 


were given truckloads of free furniture 
by the company at the time zoning was 
approved circulated in the community for 
more than a year. Information on the fur- 
niture deliveries was given to federal in- 
vestigators early in the probe by The 
Herald. 


Through company records, the deliv- 


eries were traced from a Wickes ware- 
house in West Allis, Wis,, to the homes of 
two indicted village officials, 
former 


trustee Michael Valenza and Building 
Dlr. William Bieber. 


Bieber was charged with extortion, 


ronsoiracy and perjury in the alleged 
furniture shakedown. Valenza, also ac- 
cused of receiving extorted 
furniture, 


pleaded guilty Feb. 28 to one conspiracy 
count after the U. S. Attorney's Office 
agreed to drop a second count of ex- 
tortion. 


There has been no indication of any 


connection between the Bieber-Valenza 
indictment and the Phillips-Colitz in- 
dictment. Bieber, Phillips and Colitz 
have pleaded innocent. 


TRIAL DATE FOR the Phillips-Colitz 


case has been scheduled 
for May 6. 


Judge Marshall is scheduled to rule 
shortly before the trial on the motion to 
throw out the photograph identification. 


The Phillips defense motions came af- 


ter a pretrial conference among Carbo- 
naro and the prosecutors, Kadison and 
Assistant U. S. Atty. Howard Stone. 
Judge Marshall is expected to decide 
which defense requests for additional in- 
formation must be answered by the gov- 
ernment. 


In addition to the identity of the gov- 


ernment's key witness, Carbonaro has 
asked for records from the Chicago law 
firm that represented Wickes before vil- 
lage zoning officials in 1971. He also 
wants to know what happened to the 
$50,000 his client is accused of extorting 
from the company. 


Sources involved in the investigation 


say the government has solid evidence 
tracing the payoff to Phillips, evidence 
apparently provided in part by the secret 
witness. What happened to the money af- 
ter that, sources have indicated, will be 
up to Phillips to tell. 


Carbonaro said Phillips has appeared 


before the grand jury but the defense at- 
torney declined to comment on his 


client's testimony. Carbonaro also de- 
clined comment when asked if Phillips 
was present at the Holiday Inn on the 
day the alleged payoff was made. 


ALSO TESTIFYING before the grand 


jury have been several key officials of 
Wickes. The decision to make a payoff to 
obtain zoning for the Wickes store, 351 
W. Dundee Rd., Wheeling, was made at 
a high corporate level, The Herald has 
learned. 


The secret witness, however, apparent- 


ly is not a company official. One source 
described him as an "outsider." 


When 
the 
witness 
confronted 
in- 


vestigators with his knowledge of the 
payoff, he had only a description of'the 
bagman who picked up the $50,000. He 
described the man as dark, slender, just 
under six feet tall and 30 to 40 years old. 


A r m e d with the description, in- 


vestigators began to scour Wheeling in 
search of known associates of officials 
believed to be involved in the shakedown 
scheme. Apparently, telephone records 
helped trace the bagman to the telephone 
of a county official. 


Phillips was eventually subpoenaed by 


the grand jury and was photographed 
twice for identification purposes, after a 
federal building camera malfunctioned 
the first time. His photograph was then 
shown to the government witness and 
Phillips was identified as the bagman.

mates a drop of 15 to 20 per cent on sales 
at the show this week. 


"John Q Public is sure he is being 


had," said Kervin of the gasoline short- 
age.

Some said they 
thought the gas shortage will cease by 
summer and some are considering tak- 
ing shorter trips. 


"We love camping too much to give it 


up," said Mrs. Len Johnson of Stream- 
wood. "Even if we go 10 mil°s it would 
still be away from home."

summer and made short trips within Illi- 
nois. They take their three children and 
their dog along. 


Ralph Evans of Rolling Meadows was 


planning to go to West Virginia this sum- 
mer. He and his wife go camping on 
their vacations, but this year their plans 
are changing. 


"Last year we went down to Louisiana, 


South Dakota and Kentucky," he said. 
This year the family will limit their trav- 
eling to "a couple hundred miles" from 
the Chicago area. 


Because people are wary of the gas 


shortage, tiie dealers are feeling the 
pinch in sales and many manufacturers 
of recreational vehicles have slowed 
down production or have shut down en- 
tirely. 


"The dealers got scared during the 


gasoline talk and quit ordering the ve- 
hicles," said Kervin. "They're not going 
to have a stockpile of more than three 
months." 


WHEN DEALERS stopped ordering, 


the manufacturers stopped productions, 
said Kervin. Along with business mis- 
management, which often occurs when a 
store manager orders too much or can't 
sell enough, the recreational vehicle in- 
dustry is faced with problems. 


"But I'll bet cold hard cash that we're 


going to have a shortage of vehicles," 
Kervin said. 
"Everything 
has been 


against the economy. People may get in- 
come taxes back or something and be 
able to buy. People want to go out." 


Warren Johnson of the Northwest Rec- 


reational Vehicle Center in Elk Grove 
Village said he was selling 40 per cent 
less than he did last year at this time. 


"There are less buying but they're 


paying more than they have before," 
Johnson said. "People shop around more 
— from six months to a year and there's 
no impulse buying." 


AT THE SHOW, Johnson stood by an 


elaborate motor home with a price tag of 
$15,000. "There has been a fantastic 
price increase on these," he said, point- 
ing to the vehicle 


About two or three persons commented 


on the gas shortage to salesman Clar- 
ence Kutschke of Riteway Trailer Sales 
Corp. in South Holland. "Not many 
people say much about it but you can tell 
it's on their minds " 


He mentioned that sales were down, 


b u t declined to mention numbers 
Kutschke did manage to sell the $9,500 
two-bedroom, split level vehicle on dis- 
play Known as a "fifth wheeler," the 
unit, ranges from 21 to 35 feet long, and

Campers and small trailers are selling 


faster in the market. Dealers said the 
costs and convenience of these recrea- 
tional units are the desirable features. 


"We sold 19 units so far," said John 


Hersey on Monday Hershey is a sales- 
man for a line of trailers and said he 
expects more than 50 units during the 
week of the show. 


The trailers cost from $3,000 to $4,000

encouraging people to go out and travel, 
but closer to home 


The Recreational Vehicle Industry 


Council has issued a folder on how it is 
going to confront the fuel shortage. 


The council is encouraging the esti- 


mated 20 million users of recreational 
vehicles in the country to travel, but to 
travel at slower speeds in order to save 
on mileage and to stay closer to home.

Village can issue bonds 
for flood-control program

The 
Village 
of 
Arlington 
Heights 


apparently could issue $16.5 million 
worth of general obligation bonds to pay 
for its comprehensive flood control pro- 
gram without referendum approval, The 
Herald has learned. 


Village officials have been informed 


that Chapman & Cutler, Chicago bond at- 
torneys, will authorize the bond sale 
without a referendum because of Arling- 
ton Heights' standing as a home rule mu- 
nicipality. 


A village-wide vote on the bonded in- 


debtedness has been scheduled for Satur- 
day, May 18, 


Despite the bond attorneys' decision, 


the chairman of the Citizens' Acion 
Committee Against Flooding, Trustee 
Frank Palmatier, said yesterday he stUl 
feels the referendum should be held to 
measure public support for flood control. 


"Even if we're legally able to do so, it 


would be politically unwise to undertake 
a project of this magnitude without a ref- 
erendum. We need to know where the 
voters stand on this." Palmatier said. 


THE SALE OF $16.5 million in general 


obligation bonds would add an average of 


$29 to the annual real estate taxes on a 
house with an assessed 
valuation of 


$10,000 (a house with a market value of 
about $45,000), On a house with a market 
value of $68,000, the bond issue would in- 
crease taxes by an average of $43 each 
year of the 20-year bond issue. 


Last spring, when Arlington Heights' 


flood control referendum was first dis- 
cussed, Chapman & Cutler rejected the 
notion that the 1970 Illinois Constitution 
eliminated the public debt ceiling for 
home rule units. 


' ' T h e attorneys apparently have 


changed their minds and now say that, 
as far as they're concerned, they would 
be willing to issue bonds under home 
rule," Palmatier said. 


UNDER THE OLD constitution, munic- 


ipalities were limited in 'bonded in- 
debtedness. The total amount of general 
obligation bonds, which are paid off with 
real estate taxes, could not exceed 5 per 
cent of the assessed valuation of all real 
property in the municipality. 


The new constitution removed the debt 


ceiling, leav ng any new regulation to the 
state legislature, So far, the legisla- 
ture has not imposed any new limits, 


Palmatier said he felt "sure there

Mrs. Brooks said the U.S. Mint will 


strike and issue some billion and one 
half quarters beginning July 4, 1975 
with the Ahr design. 


The two other winning designs were 


chosen for the backs of dollar and 
half dollar coins. 


"In fact," said Mrs. Brooks, "the 


quarter will receive much wider dis- 
tribution than the dollar and half dol- 
lar designs and just millions of 
people will see the Ahr design every 
day."

receive an award of $5,000 for his en- 
try in the competition which began in 
December.

to conduct a holding action and acquire 
the various sites for these detention ba- 
sins 'before they are gobbled up by devel- 
opers. But I doubt if we would want to go 
much beyond that," Palmatier said. 


THE ACQUISITION of land for the 


eight retention basins that are the back- 
bone of the flood control program is esti- 
mated to cost slightly more than $5.6 
million. The figure includes the purchase 
of 113 acres along McDonald Creek, land 
that ultimately would be developed as a 
recreational Lake Arlington. 


Palmatier, also chairman of the vil- 


lage board's finance committee, said the 
new bonding power 
gives Arlington 


Heights "new avenues of financing to ex- 
plore in emergency situations." 


Walsh said that Chapman & Cutler's 


position had been conveyed by Village 
Atty. Jack Siegel who has been handling 
the legal work for the May 18 referen- 
dum.

Palmatier said he doubted whether the

Well-to-do Arlington residents move 


to elite suburbs in search of land

Give me land, lots of land 
and a starry sky above. 


Don't fence me in. 


The old song isn't heard much these 


days. But its theme is on the minds of a 
growing number of Arlington Heights 
residents who are turning their eyes 
North and Northwest to find new homes 
in ithe wide open spaces. 


They move to Inverness, Long Grove, 


Barrington, where those who can afford 
it live like squires. 


'For those who can pay the price,' coun- 


try living can be an attractive.alterna- 
tive to the crowding, the traffic and the 
many other problems associated with Ar- 
lington Heights' rapid growth. 


"In Arlington Heights they're probably 


leaving a $50,000 or 
$60,000 house. 


They come up here and discover they 
can't buy much for $70,000 or even 
$80,000," says Sandy Jacobi, sales mana- 
ger with Whitney Realty in Barrington. 


IT IS NOT UNCOMMON to find unim- 


proved property selling for $20,000 an 
acre, the bare minimum lot in many 
outlying areas that jealously guard their 
prestige name and want to hold the line 
on housing density. 


Snob appeal, prestige, a leap up the 


social ladder are the obvious reasons an 
Arlington Heights resident might elect to 


move. But there are other pressures as 
well. 


"Almost always, what they want is 


land — more space. But it's not just 
country living because many still want 
their neighbors, but not on top of them," 
Mrs. Jacobi says. 


Another property broker, Lois Spradlin 


of Kole Real Estate in Barrington, says 
"everybody wants at least an acre. And 
trees, they always want trees." 


Jo Hayes, a 12-year resident of Arling- 


ton Heights and past president of the Ar- 
lington Beautification 
Council (ABC), 


recently moved to Inverness to find what 
she calls "a touch of the country." 


SHE AND HER HUSBAND chose to 


stay in the Northwest area, rather than 
move to Lake Forest or Hinsdale, which 


they also considered, largely because of 
their friends in Arlington Heights. 


"We invested a lot of years in some 


very good friends and moving to Hins- 
dale or Lake Forest, well, for us, that 
would he really moving. In Inverness, I 
thought we had found the best of all pos- 
sible worlds," she says. 


Part of that world is a bigger house on 


a bigger lot, where Mrs. Hayes says she 
can hear water lapping in a backyard 
pond and songbirds singing in the trees. 


"Stonegate (her former address in Ar- 


lington Heights) is a lovely, lovely area. 
But there are not a lot of alternatives if 
you want to find a little more home in 
the community." 


As ABC president, Mrs. Hayes waged 


war on blight and insensitivity to the 
need for what she once called "mas^ve 
doses of beautification" in Arlington 
Heights. 


"Hopefully Arlington Heights will be 


paying attention to the quality of life, not 
just the quantity of life," she says. 


"I THINK ARLINGTON has done a 


particularly good job in handling its ra- 
pid growth. But I wonder if that will con- 
tinue. Without some very forceful people, 
I'm afraid that beautification may well 
get pushed aside." 


Another ex-Arlington Heights resident, 


Mrs. Robert Englehardt, who now lives in 
Barrington, says she sold her eight-acre 
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home on Algonquin Road after the area 
went commercial. 


"Taxes and congestion pushed us out," 


she says. "Twelve years ago (when she 
first moved to Arlington Heights) Algon- 
quin Road was a little farm road." 


Today it is a burgeoning "commercial 


strip.

Mrs. 
Englehardt says she is happy 


with her new home in Harrington. "It's 
quiet asain." she says. 


But like Mrs. Hayes, she still has ties 


to Arlington Heights. 


"WE'RE STILL members of the Con- 


gregational Church in Arlington Heights 
and have a number of friends in town," 
she says. 


Mrs. 
Pary Nelson moved to Chippen- 


dale, north of Barrington, after living 
four years in Arlington Heights' Twelve 
Oaks Apartments. 


She and her husband moved to Bar- 


rington "because it had "the house that 
we wanted," she says. They looked "all 
over" for their new home, including Ar- 
lington Heights. 


"We wanted to be, out of what was get- 


ting to be a congested area, even though 
Arlington Heights was rather convenient 
.for my husband who works in Chicago." 


The Charles Harrington family moved 


to Ferndale Woods, east of Barrington,' 
from their Hasbrook home in Arlington 
Heights because /'we wanted a little 
more land and more country," Mrs. Har- 
rington says. 


The Harrington's spent 12 years in Ar- 


lington Heights and 'still do some shopp- 
ing here she says. 


THE SMALL TOWN OF Trout Valley 


appealed to Richard Tippie and his wife 
because, as she puts it, "We just wanted 
to get away — out where we could do 
some fishing." 


For three years the Tippies lived on 


north Derbyshire Avenue and after a' 
short job transfer to St. Louis, they re- 
turned to Arlington Heights. Five months 
later, they had decided they wanted to 
move. 


Like many others, Tippie has had to 


absorb the extra cost and time of com- 
muting to his job in Chicago as part of 
the price of "get away" living. 


Pat Chambers, a seven-year veteran 


with the welcome wagon service for new 
residents 
throughout 
the .Barrington 


area, says there has been a noticeable 
increase 
in the number of Arlington 


Heights residents she has welcomed to 
new homes. 


While Arlington Heights' upward and 


outward bound residents make up some- 
thing less than an exodus, at least one 
official, Trustee Alice Harms, is thinking 
and talking about the problem. 
. "I think we have to make sure we 
don't grow into an ugly city, with all the 
kinds of things people move away from," 
she says. "The kind of things we provide 
in Arlington Heights should be something 
people can't get elsewhere, whether it be 
the community, schools, parks or what 
havp you." she says. 


MRS. 
HARMS WAS the only village 


trustee to recently vote against the in- 
stallation of new, high power sodium va- 
por street lights for the Scarsdale subdi- 
vision, one of Arlington Heights' presti- 
gious residential areas. 


Replacement of the older, incandescent 


lamps is scheduled in Scarsdale this 
summer, at a cost of $250,000. A similar 
program raised a storm of controversy 
several years ago in Stonegate. 


It is difficult, says Village Planner Joe 


Kesler, for some people to think of Ar- 
lington Heights as something more than 
the small village it once was. 


But the fact is that Arlington Heights 


— with an approximate populatio^i of 
70,000 — is now probably among the 10 
largest cities in the state, and may rank 
as high as fourth' or fifth in population 
among cities in the metropolitan area. 


According to a survey carried out by 


the village planning department in the 
summer of 1972, traffic and crowding 
stand out as the two biggest concerns 
among ArlingtonViHeights residents. 


NEARLY 35 PER CENT of the people 


surveyed said they expected to move 
from Arlington Heights within five years. 
Slightly more than 20 per cent said they 
would move because they wanted more 
space; 15 per cent said they wanted a 
better quality home. 


A new housing proposal, which Kesler 


calls "unique in the Midwest" 
may 


someday offer the Arlington Heights resi- 
dent an alternative to the traditional sub- 
division housing that prevails in the vil- 
lage today. 


Miller Builders is planning the project 


for a 150-acre site in Lake County at 111. 
Rte. 53 and County Line Road. If the 
property is annexed and the development 
approved, 
it would extend Arlington 


Heights' northern boundary to the village 
limits of Long Grove. 


Miller's plan attempts to combine the 


country atmosphere of outlying commu- 
nities with the convenience and afforda- 
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bility of Arlington Heights. Large -areas 
of prairie grass would be left to grow in 
a natural state, along with existing trees, 
ponds and streams. 


DENSITY IN the development would 


be about 3.5 units per acre, with the ma- 
jority of units being single family homes 
clustered along winding streets. Homes 
would be pricsd in a bracket comparable 
to those in Miller's Northgate subdivision 
in Arlington Heights. 


"This project would provide a tre- 


mendous 
alternative 
in 
Arlington 


Heights. Just across Checker Road, in 
Long Grove, a house would cost you 
$110,000," Kesler said. 


A transition development such as the 


one proposed by Miller would seem to be 
tailor-made for the resident searching 
for a way out of the wall-to-wall housing 
web, but without the high income for a 
country estate.

"I didn't really think about it. I was 


just thinking about stopping the cab," 
said Marine Pvt. James T. Beck. 


Beck. 19, of 2315 Olive, 
Arlington 


Heights, interrupted 
his leave 
from 


Camp Lejeune. N.C.. Tuesday night to 
stop a runaway car before it crashed into 
a building in Harwood Heights. 


"I was driving down Montrose when 


this cab turned left in front of me. A 
woman was leaning out the window yel- 
ling and I could see there wasn't a driv- 
er." Beck said. 


Deborah Pagnl. Chicago, had just en- 


tered the cab driven by James Russell 
when she got "a funny feeling." 


Miss Pagni said, "I had just told hm 


the address and I got a funny feeling. 
The driver was super quiet and you know 
cab drivers usually talk a lot. I looked at 
him and t could see he was having a 
heart attack." 


Russell was struggling for breath and 


trying to control the cab, she said, "I 
knew something was wrong but there 
was nothing I could do. I was afraid to 
jump into the front seat. The only ting to 
do was jump out. so I did," she said. 


"THE LADY JUMPED out and she 


was screaming that the driver had had a 
heart attack. So I stopped my car and 
ran after it," Beck said. 


"I was running behind the cab and the 


guy was chasing it. He caught it in time. 
He jumped In and stopped it before it hit 


the building," Miss Pagni said. 


Beck, a former member of the swim- 


ming team at Maine East High School, 
chased the cab as it headed for a brick 
apartment building. It took him about 30 
yards to catch the cab which was trav- 
eling driverless at 10 to 15 miles per 
hour, according to Miss Pagni. 


"I got in and stepped on the brakes I 


looked at the driver first and then called 
in on the cab's radio," Beck said. 


Beck stopped the cab two feet from the 


brick wall. 


"I saw he stopped it okay, so I ran to a 


restaurant and called an ambulance for 
the driver," Miss Pagni said. 


HUSSELM5. of River Grove, was tak- 


en to Resurrection Hospital for treat- 
ment and tests. He was listed in good 
condition. 


"I'll tell you I was scared. It's terrible 


knowing there's something wrong and 
you can't help. When I was in the car 
and yelling out the window I could see 
people were concerned but they couldn't 
do anything. I was frightened," she said. 


Beck said modestly he did not think of 


too much at the time. His concern was 
stopping the cab before it was too late.

"We're trying to reach residents in

They are owners of Runyon's in 
Palatine and have an interest in The Nic- 
kel Bag in Schiller Park. 


The commission also required the de- 


velopers to keep the side and rear yards 
as landscaped green areas. Dorsch and 
MacFarlane had said they were consid- 
ering an open air eating area for those 
yardsv 


The'restaurant is to be located in one 


of the oldest buildings in the village. It 
was built in 1893 and originally housed a 
general store. 


Dorsch and MacFarlane plan to have a 


family restaurant with seating on the 
main floor and in the basement. A balco- 
ny will also have some seating. They 
plan a total seating capacity of 150. 


They said they have received the aid of 


the 
Historical Society 
of Arlington 


Heights in obtaining furnishings from the 
turn-of-the-century. 


The village board will have the final 


say on the restaurant and the granting of 
a liquor license. No date has been set for 
a board hearing.

For the past 13 years Mr. and Mrs. 


John Keyzer, of Rolling Meadows packed 
up their camping trailer and loaded the 
kids into the car for summer vacation. 
But not this year. 


They were planning to go to California, 


but because of the lack of gas, the Key-' 
zers are thinking of other ways to take 
their vacation without worrying about 
gas. Last year they camped in Florida 
and getting gas was no problem. 


"We have been giving it a lot of 


thought," said Keyzer. "We want to go to 
California but now it looks like it's out of 
the question. I guess we'll have to wait 
and see what the gas situation's going to 
be." 


The Keyzers were browsing at the 


gleaming campers, trailers and motor 
homes at the sixth annual Camping and 
Travel Show at the Arlington Park Race 
Track yesterday. 


Dealers there know they won't be sell- 


ing as much of their.wares as they did 
last year at the show. The people are 
nervous about getting gas, they said. 


BILL KERVIN, president of the Chi-' 


cagoland Recreation 
Vehicle Dealers 


Assn., which is sponsoring the show, esti- 
mates a drop of 15 to 20 per cent on sales 
at the show this week. 
, "John Q. Public is sure he is being 
had," said Kervin of the gasoline short- 
age. ''The people are irritable and it's 
going to take some time to not be frantic 
about gas." Kervin added the people are 
becoming skeptical of whether there is a 
gasoline shortage, 
' 


Along with the decrease in sales, the 


dealers at the show are expecting a 
smaller crowd this year. Kervin esti- 
mated that 43,000 persons at most will 
attend, which is about a 30 per cent de- 
crease from last's year attendance of 
65,000. 


Ernest Andres, who came to the show 


from Twin Lakes, Wis., was thinking of 
buying a motor home. "With the gas 
shortage I wouldn't even consider it." he 
said. 


Other persons were more optimistic' 


about their vacations. Some said they 
thought the gas shortage will cease by 
summer and some are considering tak- 
ing shorter trips. 


"We love camping too much to give it 


up," said Mrs. Len Johnson of Stream- 
wood. "Even if we go 10 miles it would 
still be away from home." 


THE JOHNSONS bought a camper last 
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Gas (or the lack of it) 
talk of the camping show 


Attendance off, dealers' sales reported down 
from '73 recreational vehicle extravaganza 


summer and made short trips- within Illi- 
nois. They take their three children and 
their dog along. 


Ralph Evans of Rolling Meadows was 


planning to go to West Virginia this sum- 
mer. He and his wife go camping on 
their vacations, but this year their plans 
are changing. 


"Last year we went down to Louisiana, 


South Dakota and Kentucky," he said. 
This year the family will limit their trav- 
eling to "a couple hundred miles" from 
the Chicago area. 


Because people are wary of the gas 


shortage, the dealers are feeling the 
pinch in sales and many manufacturers 
of recreational vehicles have 
slowed 


down production or have shut down en- 
tirely. 


"The dealers got scared during the 


gasoline talk.and quit ordering the ve- 
hicles," said Kervin. "They're not going 
to have a stockpile of more than three 
months." 


WHEN DEALERS stopped ordering, 


the manufacturers stopped 'productions, 
said Kervin. Along with business mis- 
management, which often occurs when a 
store manager orders too much or can't 
sell enough, the recreational vehicle in- 
dustry is faced with problems. 


"But I'll bet cold hard cash that we're 


going to have a shortage of vehicles," 
Kervin said. 
"Everything has 
been 


against the economy. People may get in- 
come taxes back or something and be 
able to buy. People want to go out." ' 


Warren Johnson of the Northwest Rec- 


reational Vehicle Center in Elk Grove 
Village said he was selling 40 per cent 
less than he did last year at this time. 


"There are less buying but they're 
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paying more than they have before," 
Johnson said. ''People shop around more 
— from six months to a year and there's 
no impulse buying." 


AT THE SHOW, Johnson stood by an 


elaborate motor home with a price tag of 
$15,000. "There has been a fantastic 
price increase oh these," he said, point- 
ing to the vehicle. 


About two or three persons commented 


on the gas shortage to salesman Clar- 
ence Kutschke of Riteway Trailer Sales 
Corp. in South (Holland. "Not many 
people say much about it but you can tell 
it's on their minds." 


He mentioned that sales were down, 


b u t declined 
to mention 
numbers. 


Kutschke did manage to sell the $9,500 
two-bedroom, split level vehicle on dis- 
play., Known as a "fifth wheeler," the 
unit, ranges from 21 to 35 feet long, and 
is attached to a truck. 


Campers and small trailers are selling 


faster in the market. Dealers said the 
costs and convenience of these recrea- 
tional units are the desirable features. 


"We sold 19 units so far," said John 


Hersey on Monday. Hershey is a sales- 
man for a line of trailers and said he 
expects more than 50 units during the 
week of the show. 


The trailers cost from $3,000 to $4,000 


depending on features. "Another thing 
people like about these is that it only 
cuts down about a mile per gallon," said 
Hershey. 


SMALL CAMPERS, enough for four to 


six persons, are less expensive and take 
minutes to set up. 


"You can't deny people their recrea- 


tion," said Harry Schlage of the Easy 
Camping Store in Maywood. 
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"People think that in order to have 


good camping they have to go far," he 
said. "They don't realize that places 
nearby are just as good as those far 
away." 


Though some people are 
worrying 


about the gas supplies, the dealers are 
encouraging people to go out and travel, 
but closer to home. 


The Recreational Vehicle Industry 


Council has issued a folder on how it is 
going to confront the fuel shortage. 


The council is encouraging the esti- 


mated 20 million users of recreational 
vehicles in the country to travel, but to 
travel at slower speeds in order to save 
on mileage and to stay closer to home. 


GOING ON A trip may actually help a 


family to save money the family mem- 
bers would normally have spent on light, 
gas, electricity, food and other expenses, 
the council said. 


Some of the people attending the show 


are newcomers to camping and trav- 
eling. Others there were like the William 
Hollands of Fox Lake who travel each 
year by camper. 


"We go to the West coast, Colorado, 


and across the country," said Holland. 
Holland and his wife plan to move to Cal- 
ifornia but would have planned to travel 
less far this summer because of the gas 
shortage. 


For those who are counting on a camp- 


ing trip this year, there are more' than 
23,000 campsites within 100 miles of Chi- 
cago. It doesn't take more than a tankful 
of gasoline to go camping, Kervin said, 
adding he hopes the show, which- ends 
Sunday, will convince people to take 
shorter trips. 
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
